WHEREAS,  The  grant  does  not  require  an  ASO  amendment  and  reimburses  DPH  for 
three  existing  positions,  including  Manager  I  O'ob  class  #0922)  at  0.10  PTE,  Epidemiologist  II 
Gob  class  #2803)  at  0.10  PTE,  and  Health  Worker  II  Oob  class  #  2586)  at  0.25  PTE;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  integration  mandate  of  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  and  the 
Supreme  Court's  1999  Olmstead  decision  recognizes  that  the  unnecessary  segregation  and 
isolation  of  individuals  with  disabilities  is  a  form  of  discrimination;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  IHSS  system  was  developed  to  ensure  the  right  of  everyone  to  remain 
at  home  and  part  of  their  communities  as  long  as  they  choose;  and, 

WHEREAS,  One  of  the  key  tenets  of  the  IHSS  program  is  based  on  the  consumer's 
right  to  choose  their  own  homecare  provider  including  family  members;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  IHSS  program  provides  critical  in-home  supportive  services  to  more 
than  460,000  Californians  who  are  elderly  or  living  with  a  disability,  and  22,000  are  residents 
of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  services,  which  include  personal  care  (such  as  bathing,  dressing 
and  toileting)  and  domestic  services  (such  as  meal  preparation,  laundry,  and  housecleaning) 
allow  recipients  to  remain  living  at  home  and  avoid  costly  institutionalization;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  18,000  IHSS  workers  provide  these  essential  services 
and,  prior  to  ACL  09-52,  those  with  prior  felony  or  serious  misdemeanor  convictions  were 
allowed  to  serve  as  healthcare  providers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Formerly  incarcerated  people,  having  paid  their  debt  to  society,  should 
share  employment  rights  guaranteed  to  all  workers  and  need  not  encounter  obstacles  to 
obtaining  gainful  employment  and  positively  contributing  to  society;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  State  Legislation  AB  19  mandates  a  criminal  background  check  and 
fingerprinting  for  all  IHSS  providers  but  does  nof  enact  a  blanket  ban  excluding  persons  with 
a  felony  or  serious  misdemeanor  from  being  an  '  IHSS  provider;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Department  of  Social  Services  All-County  Letter  (ACL)  No. 
09-52  details  new  IHSS  enrollment  requirements  and  does  exclude  anyone  with  a  felony  or  a 
serious  misdemeanor  from  being  an  IHSS  provider;  and, 

WHEREAS,  ACL  No.  09-52  contradicts  measures  established  in  2005  by  the  California 
legislature  (Welfare  and  Institutions  code  section  12305.81  subd.  (a))  that  specify  that  a 
person  convicted  of  offenses  against  government  health  programs  or  child  or  elder  abuse 
were  ineligible  to  serve  as  providers  for  10  years,  and  that  IHSS  recipients  could  employ 
persons  as  providers  if  they  were  not  convicted  of  the  above-mentioned  offenses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  ACL  No.  09-52  is  inconsistent  with  subsection  (a)  of  federal  statute  42 
use  1320a-7,  that  excludes  people  from  being  service  providers  on/y  for  specific  job-related 
offenses  and  makes  it  illegal  to  use  absolute  bars  to  employment  based  on  conviction  history 
and  subsection  (c)  (3)  (B)  which  sets  minimum  time  limits,  rather  than  lifetime  employment 
bans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  above  mentioned  federal  laws,  based  on  Title  VII  of  the  Civil  Rights 
Act,  42,  use  2000e,  are  enforced  by  the  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission 
(EEOC)  and  EEOC  recognized  in  its  February  1987  Policy  Statement  the  disproportionate 
impact  that  consideration  of  conviction  has  on  people  of  color;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  EEOC  requires  employers  to  make  individualized  assessments  to 
counterbalance  the  discriminatory  effect  that  disproportionate  arrests  and  convictions  have  on 
people  of  color;  and, 

WHEREAS,  State  policy  regarding  the  certification  of  Certified  Nurse  Aides  (CNA)  and 
Home  Health  Aides  (HHA), Department  of  Health  Services(DHS)  requires  applicants  to 
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disclose  prior  misdemeanor  and  felony  convictions  and  explain  the  circumstances  of  the 
conviction  and  provide  documentation  of  rehabilitation.  The  DHS  considers  the  nature  and 
severity  of  the  offense,  subsequent  acts,  time  elapsed  since  the  acts  or  crimes  took  place, 
compliance  with  court  sanctions,  and  evidence  of  rehabilitation  in  determining  eligibility  for 
certification;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  seeks  to  assist  the  successful 
reintegration  of  formerly  incarcerated  people  into  the  community  after  their  release  from 
prison,  as  evidenced  by  the  unanimous  adoption  of  Resolution  051638  on  October  11,  2005, 
urging  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  to  review  and 
revise  policies  and  procedures  regarding  disclosure  and  review  of  criminal  history  records  so 
that  people  with  a  criminal  conviction  are  not  unreasonably  denied  City  employment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  current  employment  policies  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  state  the 
following:  "In  reviewing  an  applicant's  criminal  history  information,  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  shall  evaluate  the  information  on  a  case-by-case  basis,  with  due  consideration  to 
the  following  factors:  1)  the  nature  and  gravity  of  the  offense;  2)  the  degree  to  which  the 
conviction  is  related  to  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  classification  and  the  position  for 
which  the  individual  has  applied;  3)  the  time  elapsed  since  the  conviction;  4)  the  age  of  the 
applicant  at  conviction;  5)  frequency  of  convictions;  6)  evidence  of  rehabilitation,  and  7)  any 
other  mitigating  circumstances";  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  believes  it  is  unwise  policy  to  promote  the 
blanket  banning  practices  outlined  in  ACL  No.  09-52;  and,  be  it

Services  to  follow  the  National  Employment  Law  Project  recommendation  (2009),  "to  withdraw

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promoting  opportunities  for  workers  to  be  considered  fairly  based  on  their  current 
qualifications,  experience  and  dedication  rather  than  on  a  mistake  of  the  past".

d.  Project  eligibility  criteria.  These  criteria  shall  be  established  to  identify 
whether  a  proposed  project  or  group  of  projects  is  of  a  size  and  character  appropriate 
in  relation  to  the  size  of  and  approved  funding  source  for  the  Program. 

e.  List  of  eligible  improvements.  The  Administrator  shall  develop  a  list  of 
improvements  that  are  eligible  for  Program  financing.  The  initial  list  should  build  off  of 
the  projects  eligible  for  funding  from  existing  state  and  federal  grant  programs,  with 
new  improvements  to  be  added  upon  a  demonstration  of  numerous  successful 
applications  providing  cost-effective  energy  or  water  savings. 

f.  Energy  and  water  rating  requirements.  In  accordance  with  the  state  and 
federal  policies  relative  to  retrofits  in  general  and  property  tax  lien  financing  programs 
in  particular,  the  program  shall  include  a  strategy  to  encourage  energy  and/or  water 
audits,  ratings  or  similar  systematic  analysis  as  a  prerequisite  to  financing  approval,  as 
well  as  the  translation  of  such  analyses  to  desired  outcomes  in  terms  of  the 
implementation  of  energy  and  water  efficiency  retrofits.  In  particular  this  Board  of 
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Supervisors  endorses  the  concept  of  loading  order,  where  cost  effective  energy 
efficiency  measures  are  pursued  in  advance  of  or  in  conjunction  with  more  costly 
renewable  energy  projects. 

g.  Regulatory  compliance.  The  Administrator  should  develop  Program  terms 
that  assist  in  ensuring  that  all  improvements  are  installed  and  constructed  in

Resolution  annulling  the  privilege  to  occupy  certain  subsidewalk  basement 
encroachments  along  4^"^,  Ellis,  Geary,  Market,  O'Farrell  and  Stockton  streets  to 
accommodate  the  construction  of  the  Central  Subway  project. 

WHEREAS,  Design  and  construction  of  the  1.75-mile  Central  Subway  ("Central 
Subway  Project")  is  Phase  2  of  the  Third  Street  Light  Rail  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Final  Environmental  Impact  Statement/Environmental  Impact  Report 
("FEIS/FEIR")  for  the  two-phase  Third  Street  Light  Rail  Project  was  completed  in  November 
1998  and  analyzed  a  Central  Subway  Project  alignment  which  used  Third,  Fourth,  Harrison, 
Kearney,  Geary  and  Stockton  streets.  Under  this  alignment,  North  of  King  Street,  rail  service 
would  operate  northbound  on  Third  Street  and  southbound  on  Fourth  Street,  transitioning  to 
subway  operation  between  Brannan  and  Bryant  streets  ("Alternative  2");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Subsequent  to  the  FEIS/FEIR,  the  Fourth/Stockton  alignment  was 
developed  as  an  alternative  to  Alternative  2  that  would  operate  exclusively  on  Fourth  and 
Stockton  streets  ("Alternative  3");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  alignment  under  Alternative  3  consisted  of  two  options.  Alternative  3A 
and  Alternative  38,  each  of  which  would  start  at  Fourth  and  King  streets  and  would  proceed 
north  along  Fourth  Street  to  a  portal  where  it  would  transition  from  surface  to  subway 
operation,  continuing  north  under  Fourth  and  Stockton  Streets  to  a  terminus  in  the  vicinity  of 
Stockton  and  Jackson  streets.  For  option  A,  the  portal  would  be  located  between  Townsend 
and  Brannan  streets,  while  for  option  B,  the  portal  would  be  located  between  Bryant  and 
Harrison  streets;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  ("SFMTA")  Board  of 
Directors  adopted  Resolution  No.  02-144  on  June  7,  2005,  which  selected  Alternative  3A  as

Resolution  urging  the  Supreme  Court  to  Review  Lower  Court's  Ruling  Overturning  Ban 
on  Felons  Owning  or  Wearing  Body  Armor. 

WHEREAS,  In  1994,  San  Francisco  Police  Officer  James  Guelff  was  killed  by  a  violent 
criminal  armed  witli  1,000  rounds  of  ammunition,  five  high-powered  weapons,  and  wearing 
body  armor;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1997,  head-to-toe  body  armor-clad  bank  robbers  in  North  Hollywood 
engaged  in  a  lengthy  shootout  with  Los  Angeles  Police  that  left  1 1  officers  and  six  civilians 
wounded;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  response  to  these  violent  crimes,  in  1998,  the  California  State 
Legislature  imposed  a  ban  on  the  possession  of  body  armor  by  any  person  with  a  violent 
felony  conviction;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  ban  is  of  vital  importance  to  both  law  enforcement  personnel  and  the 
public,  as  recent  studies  have  shown  that  nearly  40  percent  of  police  departments  have 
reported  an  increase  in  the  use  of  assault  weapons;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  ban  provides  an  important  tool  for  law  enforcement  to  enhance 
sentencing  of  violent  felons  to  remove  them  from  the  streets;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  17,  2009,  the  Second  District  Court  of  Appeal  in  Los 
Angeles  overturned  this  ban,  ruling  in  People  v.  Saleem  that  the  ban  was  "unconstitutionally 
^oid  for  vagueness  because  it  does  not  provide  fair  notice  of  which  protective  body  vests 
constitute  the  body  armor  made  illegal  by  the  statute;"  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  effect,  this  ruling  overturns  the  1998  California  law  that  bans

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  has  developed  a 
project  description  for  the  Sunol  Valley  Water  Treatment  Plant  and  Treated  Water  Reservoir 
Project,  Water  System  Improvement  Program  ("WSlP")-funded  Project  No.  CUW38101,  a 
water  infrastructure  project  included  as  part  of  the  WSIP,  located  in  the  Sunol  Valley  in

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"City")  has  conducted  proceedings  under  and  pursuant  to  Chapter  43,  Article  X  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code  (the  "Code"),  which  incorporates  the  Mello-Roos  Community 
Facilities  Act  of  1982  (the  "Act"),  to  form  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Special  Tax 
District  No.  2009-1  (San  Francisco  Sustainable  Financing)"  (the  "Special  Tax  District"),  to

shall,  except  for  certain  eligible  projects,  be  suspended  and  replaced  by  an  interim 
affordable  housing  fee  that  is  equivalent  to  the  current  in  lieu  fee  and  amending  the 
housing  requirements  for  residential  projects  in  the  Rincon  Hill  Area  Plan  for  18 
months  or  until  a  permanent  ordinance  amending  Planning  Code  Section  315  et  seq.  is 
adopted;  and  making  findings  of  consistency  with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning 
Code  Section  101.1  and  environmental  findings. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  makes  the  following  findings  related  to 
imposition  of  interim  zoning  controls: 

(1)  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim  zoning  controls 
to  accomplish  objectives  related  to  the  public  interest.  The  provision  and  generation  of 
affordable  housing  is  a  recognized  public  purpose  and  is  within  the  public  interest  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

(2)  Pursuant  to  this  resolution,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  proposes  interim  controls  for 
residential  housing  projects  that  are  set  forth  in  a  draft  ordinance  amending  Planning  Code 
Section  315  et  seq.  being  introduced  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors  simultaneously  and  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  100046  ("Draft  Ordinance").  If  adopted,  the  interim 
controls  will  insure  that  the  applications  currently  being  processed  by  the  City  will  not  be  in 
conflict  with  the  current  proposed  amendments  to  Planning  Code  Section  315  et  seq  in  the 
Draft  Ordinance.  The  interim  controls  affect  projects  that  are  currently  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Planning  Code  Section  315  et  seq.  currently  known  as  the  Residential 
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BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS 
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Inclusionary  Affordable  Housing  Program  ("Program").  The  interim  controls  do  not  increase 
the  requirements  of  the  Program;  rather  the  interim  controls  require  the  payment  of  an 
affordable  housing  fee  in  most  circumstances.  The  Affordable  Housing  fee  is  the  same  as  the 
current  "in  lieu"  fee. 

(3)  The  interim  controls  v;ill  also  modify  the  housing  requirements  of  the  Rincon  Hill 
Area  Plan  by  deleting  the  requirement  that  50  percent  of  all  on-  or  off-site  units  must  be 
provided  as  rental  units. 

(4)  The  affordable  housing  fee,  which  is  equivalent  to  the  current  in  lieu  fee  and  the 
other  alternatives  for  a  project  applicant,  if  eligible,  to  build  on-  or  off-site  affordable  housing 
are  supported  by  the  findings  set  out  in  the  Draft  Ordinance,  including  the  study  undertaken 
by  Keyser  Marston  Associates  entitled  "Nexus  analysis  in  support  of  the  Inclusionary  Housing 
Program,  or  an  analysis  of  the  impact  of  development  of  market  rate  housing  on  affordable 
housing  supply  and  demand."  The  study  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  File  No.  061529.  Specifically,  the  Board  finds  that  this  study  and  the  findings  in  the  Draft 
Ordinance  support  the  affordable  housing  fee  proposed  in  these  interim  controls  because  it: 
identifies  the  purpose  of  the  fee  to  mitigate  impacts  on  the  demand  for  affordable  housing  in 
the  City;  identifies  the  use  to  which  the  fee  is  to  be  put  as  being  to  increase  the  City's 
affordable  housing  supply;  and  establishes  a  reasonable  relationship  between  the  use  of  the 
fee  for  affordable  housing  and  the  need  for  affordable  housing  and  the  construction  of  new 
market  rate  housing.  Moreover,  the  Board  finds  that  the  current  requirements  proposed  in 
these  interim  controls  are  less  than  the  cost  of  mitigation  and  do  not  include  the  costs  of 
remedying  any  existing  deficiencies.  The  Board  also  finds  that  the  study  establishes  that  the 
current  Program  requirements  and  the  requirements  being  proposed  in  these  interim  controls 
do  not  duplicate  other  city  requirements  or  fees. 
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(5)  This  Board  has  considered  the  impact  on  the  public  health,  safety,  peace,  and 
general  welfare  if  the  interim  controls  proposed  herein  were  not  imposed. 

(6)  This  Board  has  determined  that  the  public  interest  will  be  best  served  by  imposition 
of  these  interim  controls  at  this  time  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  legislative  scheme  that  may  be 
ultimately  adopted  is  not  undermined  during  the  planning  and  legislative  process  for 
permanent  controls,  which  process  shall  be  conducted  within  a  reasonable  time. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  makes  the  following  findings  of  consistency  with 
the  Priority  Policies  set  forth  in  Planning  Code  Section  101.1.  These  interim  controls  advance 
Priority  Policy  3  that  the  City's  supply  of  affordable  housing  be  preserved  and  enhanced. 
These  interim  controls  do  not  conflict  with  other  priority  policies  and  are,  on  balance, 
consistent  with  the  Priority  Policies.

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  issue  an  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  of  565,000,000  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation 
Bonds  (Clean  and  Safe  Neighborhood  Parks  Bonds,  2008),  Series  201  OB  (the  "Series

WHEREAS,  Each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  is  being  issued  pursuant  to  ttie 
Autfiohzing  Resolution  and  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the 
California  Government  Code,  the  Charter  of  the  City  (the  "Charter"),  and  a  duly  held 
election  called  for  by  Ordinance  237-07  adopted  by  the  Board  on  October  23,  2007,  and 
signed  by  the  Mayor  on  October  24,  2007  (the  "Bond  Ordinance");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  paid  and  expects  to  pay  certain  expenditures  in

of  any  optional  or  mandator/  redemption  thereof,  subject  to  the  other  specific  provisions 
of  this  Resolution,  including  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Series  2010B 
Bonds  shall  not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the 
applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  defined  in  Section  13  hereof));  (ii)  the  Series  201  OD 
Bonds  shall  not  have  a  net  effective  rate  (after  application  of  Interest  Subsidy  Payments

or  other  series  designation,  or  to  modify  such  series  designation,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate  to  distinguish  each  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  from  every  other  series  of 
Bonds  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

The  Board  hereby  irrevocably  elects  to  apply  the  provisions  of  Section  54AA(d)  of 
the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  to  the  Series  201  OD 
Bonds  and  intends  that  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds,  if,  as  and  when  issued,  be  treated  as 
"build  America  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  54AA(d)  of  the  Code.  The  Board 
further  irrevocably  elects  to  apply  the  provisions  of  Section  54AA(g)  of  the  Code  to  the 
Series  2010D  Bonds  and  intends  that  the  Series  2010D  Bonds  be  treated  as  "qualified 
bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  54AA(g)  of  the  Code,  such  that  the  Series  201  OD 
Bonds  will  bear  interest  that  is  not  excluded  from  the  gross  income  of  the  owners  thereof 
for  purposes  of  federal  income  taxation  and  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds  will  be  eligible  to 
receive  Interest  Subsidy  Payments  from  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  City  or  the  City's  authorized  designated  recipient  of  the  credit  provided  for  in  Sections 
54AA{b)  and  6431  of  the  Code;  provided  that  the  City  or  the  City's  authorized  designated 
recipient  has  filed  the  required  Internal  Revenue  Sen/ice  forms.  "Interest  Subsidy 
Payment"  means,  with  respect  to  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds,  each  payment  received  by  the 
City  or  the  City's  authorized  designated  recipient  directly  from  the  United  States 
Department  of  the  Treasury  in  an  amount  equal  to  35%  of  the  corresponding  interest 
payable  on  such  Series  201  OD  Bonds,  as  provided  for  in  Sections  54AA(b)  and  6431  of 
the  Code. 
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Section  5.  Execution.  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds 
and  the  Series  2010D  Bonds.  Each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form 
without  coupons  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof.  The  officers 
of  the  City  are  hereby  directed  to  cause  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in 
sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  or  for  the  account  of  the  purchaser  thereof  and  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  therein  to  be 
completed  in  accordance  vyith  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  procure  their  execution  by 
the  proper  officers  of  the  City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or 
convenient),  and  to  deliver  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  when  so  executed  to  said 
purchaser  in  exchange  for  the  purchase  phce  thereof,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  201  OB  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and 
registration,  manually  executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the 
"City  Treasurer")  and  the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  thereon  shall  be  substantially  in 
the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if 
fully  set  forth  herein),  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions 
as  permitted  or  required  by  this  Resolution. 

The  Series  201 OD  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration, 
manually  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  thereon 
shall  be  substantially  in  the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  B  (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  vv'hich  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of 
this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein),  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations, 
omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by  this  Resolution. 
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Only  such  of  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  as  shall  bear  Ihereon  a  certificate  of 
authentication  and  registration  in  the  form  herein  recited,  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer, 
shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution, 
and  such  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer,  executed  as  herein  provided,  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  that  the  Series  of  2010  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly 
authenticated  and  delivered  hereunder  and  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number 
to  each  Series  of  2010  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  him  or  her  and  shall 
maintain  a  record  thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept, 
at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by 
the  City  Treasurer,  separate  and  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  each 
Series  of  2010  Bonds,  which  books  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon 
presentation  for  such  purpose,  the  City  Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable 
regulations  as  he  or  she  may  prescribe,  register  or  transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or 
transferred,  on  said  books,  Series  201  OB  Bonds  and  Series  201 OD  Bonds  as  herein 
provided.  The  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  may  treat  the  registered  owners  of  each  Series 
of  2010  Bonds  as  the  absolute  owners  thereof  for  all  purposes,  and  the  City  and  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Series  201  OB  Bonds  and  Series  201  OD 
Bonds.  Any  Series  of  2010  Bond  may,  in  accordance  with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon 
the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  6  hereof,  by  the 
person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by  the  duly  authorized  attorney  of 
such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bond  for  cancellation. 
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accompanied  by  delivery  of  a  duly  executed  written  instrument  of  transfer  in  a  form 
approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  of  2010  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for 
a  like  aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  series, 
interest  rate  and  maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  of  2010  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange, 
the  designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5  tiereof)  and  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  authenticate  and  deliver  a  new  Series  of  2010  Bond  of  the  same  series, 
interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a  like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall 
require  the  payment  by  any  bond  owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other 
governmental  charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  of  2010  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by 
the  City  Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  in  Section  8 
hereof)  next  preceding  each  interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after 
a  notice  of  redemption  shall  have  been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  of  2010  Bond. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  and  Series  201  OP  Bonds;  General 
Redemption  Provisions.  Each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  shall  be  dated  the  date  of  their 
delivery  or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  specified  in  the  applicable  Bond  Award 
(as  defined  in  Section  13  hereof).  Each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  rates 
to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds,  calculated  on  the  basis  of 
a  360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  on  June  15,  2010  (or  such 
other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  applicable  Bond  Award),  and  semiannually 
thereafter  on  June  1 5  and  December  15  of  each  year. 

The  principal  of  each  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States  of  America  to  the  ov/ner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or 
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earlier  redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  each  Series  of  2010 
Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name  appears  on  the 
applicable  bond  registration  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  thereof  as  of  the 
close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment 
date  (the  "Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such  day  is  a  Business  Day  (as  defined  below). 

Each  Series  of  2010  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next 
preceding  the  date  of  authentication  thereof  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during 
the  period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest 
payment  date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment 
date,  or  unless  it  is  authenticated  on  or  before  the  first  Record  Date,  in  which  event  it  shall 
bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  however,  that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication 
of  any  Series  of  2010  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds,  such 
Series  of  2010  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to  which  interest 
has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  or 
from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not  made.  Except  as  may  be  othePA'ise 
provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system  applicable  to  a  Series  of  2010 
Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  of  2010  Bond  shall  be  made  by  check 
mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's  address  as  it  appears 
on  the  applicable  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  however,  if  any 
interest  payment  date  occurs  on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for 
business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment 
shall  be  made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are 
open  for  business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (each,  a 
"Business  Day");  and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  at  least  $1,000,000  of  a  Series  of  2010  Bonds  may  submit  a  written 
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request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or  before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment 
date  for  payment  of  interest  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial  bank  located  within  tlie 
United  States  of  America.  For  so  long  as  any  Series  of  2010  Bonds  are  held  in  book- 
entry  form  by  a  securities  depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  11  hereof, 
payment  shall  be  made  to  the  registered  owner  of  the  Series  of  2010  Bonds  designated 
by  such  securities  depository  by  wire  transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

The  Series  201  OB  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  maturity 
as  provided  in  the  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  applicable  Bond  Award.  The 
Series  201 OD  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  and  special  optional 
redemption  prior  to  maturity  as  provided  in  the  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the 
applicable  Bond  Avyard  for  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds. 

Each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot, 
in  any  year  for  which  the  purchaser  thereof  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount 
payable  with  respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as 
permitted  by  the  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  Any  Series  of  2010  Bonds  subject  to 
mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  applicable  Official  Notice  of 
Sale  or  the  applicable  Bond  Award  for  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  201  OB  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9 
hereof),  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  the 
Series  201  OB  Bonds,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  for 
mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2010B 
Bond  Account  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of  Series  201  OB  Bonds  subject  to 
such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess 
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of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but 
excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201 OD  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  2010D  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9 
hereof),  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  the 
Series  201  OD  Bonds,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds  for 
mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201  OD 
Bond  Account  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of  Series  201  OD  Bonds  subject  to 
such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess 
of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but 
excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

Whenever  less  than  all  of  the  outstanding  bonds  of  a  Series  of  2010  Bonds 
maturing  on  any  one  date  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer 
will  select  the  Series  of  2010  Bonds  or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or 
any  integral  multiple  thereof,  to  be  redeemed  from  the  outstanding  bonds  of  such  Series 
of  2010  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not  previously  selected  for  redemption,  by  lot,  in 
any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair.  The  date  on  which  the  bonds  of  a 
Series  of  2010  Bonds  that  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is 
herein  called  the  "Redemption  Date."  The  City  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be 
mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds,  postage  prepaid,  to  the 
respective  registered  owners  thereof  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  applicable  bond 
registration  books  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the 
Redemption  Date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  Redemption  Date; 
(b)  slate  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  maturity  dates  of  the  Series  of  2010  Bonds 
and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers 
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of  the  Series  of  2010  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  any 
Series  of  2010  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the  principal 
amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of  each  Series  of 
2010  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  bo  surrendered 
by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice 
that  interest  on  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated 
Redemption  Date.  Such  notice  of  redemption  may  be  conditional  upon  receipt  of  funds  or 
other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  of  2010  Bond  of  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such 
notice,  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual 
of  interest  on  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  on  the  Redemption  Date. 

Notice  of  such  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile 
transmission  or  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  v^itti  the 
Securities  and  Excliange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other 
services  or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing 
Disclosure  Certificate  described  in  Section  18  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer, 
or  any  agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other 
appointed  agent  of  the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any 
Series  of  2010  Bond  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all 
parties. 
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At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee 
(the  "Controller")  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  201  OB 
Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be 
described  or  known  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Clean  and  Safe  Neighborhood 
Parks  Bonds,  2008),  Series  201  OB  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  201  OB  Redemption 
Account"),  and  prior  to  or  on  the  Redemption  Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series 
201  OB  Redemption  Account  moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem  as 
provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of 
redemption,  subject  to  rescission  as  hereinafter  provided.  Said  moneys  must  be  set 
aside  in  the  Series  201  OB  Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be 
applied  on  or  after  the  Redemption  Date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price  of  the  Series 
201  OB  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Series  201  OB 
Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series 
201  OB  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof  or  from  the  Series  201  OB 
Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  201  OB  Redemption 
Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and 
guidelines  for  investment  of  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City.  If,  after  all  of  the 
Series  201 08  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are 
moneys  remaining  in  said  Sei-ies  201  OB  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to  such  other  fund  or  account  as  required 
by  applicable  law;  provided,  however,  that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of 
refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing 
such  refunding  bonds. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided 
herein,  and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds 
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called  for  redemption  (principal,  premium,  if  any,  and  accrued  interest  to  such 
Redemption  Date)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  201  OB  Redemption 
Account,  as  provided  herein,  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall 
become  due  and  payable  on  the  Redemption  Date  therefor,  and  upon  presentation  and 
surrender  of  said  Series  201  OB  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption, 
such  Series  201  OB  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of 
said  Series  201  OB  Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  201  OB 
Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the  Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of 
such  Series  201  OB  Bonds  shall  look  for  payment  of  such  Series  201  OB  Bonds  only  to  said 
Series  201  OB  Redemption  Account.  All  Series  201  OB  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled 
forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  not  be  reissued. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  determines  to  optionally  call  and 
redeem  any  of  the  Series  201 OD  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall 
establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as  the  "General  Obligation 
Bonds  (Clean  and  Safe  Neighborhood  Parks  Bonds,  2008),  Series  201  OD  Redemption 
Account"  (the  "Series  201  OD  Redemption  Account  "),  and  prior  to  or  on  the  Redemption 
Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  201  OD  Redemption  Account  moneys  available 
for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series  2010D 
Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to  rescission  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  201  OD  Redemption  Account 
solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  Redemption  Date  to, 
payment  of  the  redemption  price  of  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon 
presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Series  201  OD  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to 
the  Redemption  Date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series  201  OD  Bond  Account  as  provided  in 
Section  9  hereof  or  from  the  Series  201  OD  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time 
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to  time  in  tine  Series  201 OD  Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer 
pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines  for  investment  of  moneys  in  the  General 
Fund  of  the  City.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and 
canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in  said  Series  201  OD 
Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or 
to  such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  however,  that  if 
said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be 
transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided 
herein,  and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds 
called  for  redemption  (principal,  premium,  if  any,  and  accrued  interest  to  such 
Redemption  Date)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  201  OD  Redemption 
Account,  as  provided  herein,  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall 
become  due  and  payable  on  the  Redemption  Date  therefor,  and  upon  presentation  and 
surrender  of  said  Series  201  OD  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption, 
such  Series  201  OD  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of 
said  Series  201  OD  Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  201  OD 
Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the  Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of 
such  Series  201  OD  Bonds  shall  look  for  payment  of  such  Series  201  OD  Bonds  only  to 
said  Series  201  OD  Redemption  Account.  All  Series  201  OD  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be 
canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  not  be  reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on 
any  date  prior  to  any  Redemption  Date  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be 
given  to  the  owners  of  all  Series  of  2010  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional 
redemption  and  notice  thereof  shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  Redemption 
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Date  funds  are  not  or  will  not  be  available  in  the  Series  201  OB  Redemption  Account  or  the 
Series  201 OD  Redemption  Account,  as  applicable,  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in  full  on 
said  date  the  principal  of,  interest,  and  premium,  if  any,  due  with  respect  to  the  applicable 
Series  of  2010  Bonds  called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be 
given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by 
the  owner  of  any  Series  of  2010  Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  bo  a  condition 
precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so 
mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  201  OB  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Clean  and  Safe 
Neighborhood  Parks  Bonds,  2008)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant 
to  the  Autliorizing  Resolution  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Clean  and 
Safe  Neighborhood  Parks  Bonds,  2008),  Series  2010B  Bond  Account"  (the  "Series  2010B 
Bond  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  tfie  City.  All 
interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201  OB  Bond  Account  shall  be 
retained  in  the  Series  201  OB  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  tfie  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  of  or  interest  on  the 
Series  2010B  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  2010B  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  on  said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series 
2010B  Bond  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when 
added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201  OB  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient 
to  pay  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  2010B  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  201  OB  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at 
the  option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and 
deposit  in  the  Series  201  OB  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond

All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201  OB  Project  Account 
shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  201  OB  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  201  OB 
Project  Account  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  for  the  acquisition,  renovation  and  construction  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in 
the  Authorizing  Resolution)  or  portions  thereof. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  201  OB  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment 
of  the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201  OB  Project  Account 
with  other  City  moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201  OB  Project  Account 
into  a  separate  fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of 
the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201  OB  Project  Account  (including  interest 
earnings)  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  Sehes  201  OB  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance 
associated  with  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds 
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shall  include,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and 
publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents, 
registrars,  financial  corisultants,  disclosure  counsel  and  co-bond  counsel  and  the 
reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Series 
2010B  Bonds. 

Series  201  OP  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  Project  Account  to  be  designated  the  "General 
Obligation  Bonds  (Clean  and  Safe  Neighborhood  Parks  Bonds,  2008),  Series  201 OD 
Project  Account"  (the  "Series  201  OD  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart 
from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the 
Senes  2010D  Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2010D  Project  Account. 
Amounts  in  the  Series  201  OD  Project  Account  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  v/ith  the 
provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  for  the  acquisition,  construction  or  reconstruction 
of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution)  or  portions  thereof. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  201  OD  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment 
of  the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201  OD  Project  Account 
with  other  City  moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201  OD  Project  Account 
into  a  separate  fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  hov/ever,  that  all  of 
the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201  OD  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings) 
hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  sucli  commingling  or 
separate  deposit  by  ttie  City  Treasurer. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  17(h)(4)  hereof,  the  City  Treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds,  on 
behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  v^ith  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds.  Costs 
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of  issuance  of  the  Series  201 OD  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial 
printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  the  fees  and 
expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants,  disclosure  counsel  and  co- 
bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  of  the  Series  2010D  Bonds. 

Section  11.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may 
deem  desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  registration  of 
ownership  of  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners 
of  each  Sehes  of  2010  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and 
procedures  of  such  depository.  The  City  will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to 
any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in  any  Series  of  2010  Bonds  or  to  any 
participants  in  such  a  depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records 
maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is 
permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  under  this 
Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of 
any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial  redemption  of  such  Series  of  2010 
Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any 
amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  with 
respect  to  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by 
such  securities  depository  as  the  owner  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other 
matter. 

The  Depository  Trust  Company  ("DTC")  is  hereby  appointed  as  depository  for  each 
Series  of  2010  Bonds.  Each  Senes  of  2010  Bonds  shall  be  initially  issued  in  book-entry 
form.  Upon  initial  issuance,  the  ownership  of  each  Series  of  2010  Bond  shall  be 
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registered  in  the  bonci  register  in  the  name  of  Cede  &  Co.,  as  nominee  of  DTC.  So  long 
as  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  is  registered  in  book-entry  form  each  such  Series  of  2010 
Bonds  shall  be  registered  in  the  name  of  Cede  &.  Co. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more 
agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by 
applicable  law  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as 
paying  agerit,  fiscal  agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  any 
Series  of  2010  Bonds  or  may  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such 
functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall 
serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any 
time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  each  Series 
of  2010  Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds'  respective  stated 
maturities  by  irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or 
trust  company  designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect 
thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series 
of  2010  Bonds  or  a  portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that 
in  the  case  of  the  portion  of  a  Series  of  2010  Bonds  that  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such 
Series  of  2010  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  have  been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable 
election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited 
shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  Redemption  Date, 
and  premium,  if  any,  due  on  such  Redemption  Date;  or 
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(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  defined  below)  not  subject  to  call,  except 
as  provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and 
in  such  amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without 
reinvestment,  as  certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient 
to  pay  the  principal  and  all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  Redemption  Date,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  premium,  if  any,  due  on  the  portion  of  the  Series  of  2010  Bonds  to  be 
paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of 
such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  that  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to 
give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all  obligations  of  the  City  with 
respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  of  2010  Bonds  shall  cease  and  terminate,  except  only 
the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  deposited  pursuant  to 
paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  owners  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  all 
sums  due  with  respect  thereto  and  the  obligations  of  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  17 
hereof;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally  recognized 
bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the 
following  that  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for 
the  moneys  proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  defined  below);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting 
the  following  conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior 
to  maturity,  or  the  trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling 
and  redemption  and  the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than 
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as  set  forth  in  such  instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  or 
United  States  Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States 
Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow  fund  or  the  Series  201  OB  Redemption  Account 
or  the  Series  201 OD  Redemption  Account,  as  applicable)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the 
liabilities  of  the  municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  senying  as  security 
for  the  municipal  obligations  are  held  by  the  City  Treasurer  or,  if  appointed  by  the  City 
Treasurer  pursuant  to  Section  11  hereof,  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United 
States  Obligations  are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  tliose  against 
the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated,  at  the  time  of 
original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  the  highest  ratings  category  by  any  two  Rating 
Agencies  (as  defined  below). 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  moan  (i)  direct 
and  general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are 
unconditionally  guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America, 
including  without  limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation 
(REFCORP)  bonds  that  have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Resenye  Bank  of 
New  York  in  book-entry  form  or  (ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of 
the  United  States  of  America  that  is  selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results 
in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated  the  highest  ratings  category  by  any  two  Rating  Agencies  at 
the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent 
deposit  to  the  escrov/  fund. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Rating  Agencies"  shall  mean  Moody's  Investors 
Service,  Inc.,  Fitch  Ratings,  and  Standard  and  Poors  Rating  Services,  a  division  of  The 
McGraw-Hill  Companies,  Inc.,  or  any  other  nationally  recognized  bond  rating  agency  that 
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is  the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies  or  that  is  otherwise  established 
after  the  date  hereof. 

Section  13.  Official  Notices  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale 
inviting  bids  for  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  (the  "Series  201  OB  Official  Notice  of  Sale") 
submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale 
inviting  bids  for  the  Series  2010B  Bonds,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications 
as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  The  form  of  proposed  Official 
Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  2010D  Bonds  (the  "Series  2010D  Official  Notice 
of  Sale")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of 
Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  201 OD  Bonds,  with  such  changes,  additions  and 
modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  Each  of  the  Series 
2010B  Official  Notice  of  Sale  and  the  Series  201  OD  Official  Notice  of  Sale  is  herein 
defined  as  an  "Official  Notice  of  Sale." 

Bids  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
pursuant  to  Section  4  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  otherwise  ciYculated  to  prospective  bidders  for  each 
Series  of  2010  Bonds  copies  of  the  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such 
corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  to  the 
bidder  whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  or,  in  the  case  of  the 
Series  201  OD  Bonds,  the  lowest  net  effective  rate  (after  application  of  Interest  Subsidy 
Payments  received  from  the  United  States  Treasury),  all  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  described  in  the  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  each  of  which  award  shall 
be  set  forth  in  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Controller  setting  forth  the  terms  of  the 
applicable  Senes  of  2010  Bonds  and  the  original  purchasers  thereof  (each,  a  "Bond 
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Award").  The  Controller  shall  provide  a  copy  of  each  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided, 
however,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copies  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  Eiond 
Award. 

Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of 
proposed  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  and  the  Series  201 OD  Bonds 
(the  "Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  and  the  Series  201  OD 
Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  the 
Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as 
may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond 
Buyer  or  another  financial  publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of 
California. 

Section  15.  Sale  of  Series  2010B  Bonds  and  Series  2010D  Bonds;  Solicitation  of 
Competitive  Bids.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  sale  of  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  by 

solicitation  of  competitive  bids  for  the  purctiase  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  on  the  date 
and  at  the  place  determined  in  accordance  with  each  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale. 

Section  16.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  describing  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  and  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds  (the 
"Preliminary  Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted 
as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  describing  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  and  the  Series 
201  OD  Bonds,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be 
necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  or 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  each  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  revise  the  Official 
Statement  to  conform  it  to  the  City's  Comprehensive  Annual  Fiscal  Report  for  the  fiscal 
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year  ended  June  30,  2009,  subject  to  review  and  approval  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City 
(the  "City  Attorney").  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution  of  a 
Preliminary  Official  Statennent  deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Securities  and  Exchange 
Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as 
amended  (the  "Rule"),  and  to  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Director  of  Public 
Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or 
electronically  distnbuted  to  prospective  bidders  for  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  copies  of 
the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  approved  and  adopted  hereby,  as  completed,  supplemented,  corrected  or 
revised.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  approve,  execute,  and  deliver  the 
final  Official  Statement  with  respect  to  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  and  the  Series  201 OD 
Bonds,  which  final  Official  Statement  shall  be  in  the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official 
Statement,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be 
necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof  and  as  are  permitted 
under  the  Rule.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically  distributed  copies  of  the  final  Official 
Statement  to  all  actual  initial  purchasers  of  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  or  Series  201  OD 
Bonds. 

Section  17.  Tax  Covenants,  (a)  General;  Series  2010B  Bonds.  The  City  hereby 
covenants  with  the  holders  of  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  that,  notwithstanding  any  other 
provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any 
such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross 
income  of  interest  on  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  under  Section  103  of  the  Code,  and  the 
regulations  issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any 
successor  provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a  particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be 
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deemed  to  be  a  reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not, 
directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  or  any 
of  the  property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds,  or  any 
portion  thereof,  by  any  person  other  than  a  governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is  used  in 
Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such  manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss  of 
exclusion  of  interest  on  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax 
purposes. 

(b)  Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take 
any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  201  OB 
Bonds  or  the  Series  201 OD  Bonds  to  be  "private  activity  bonds"  within  the  moaning  of 
Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance  thereof,  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  or  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds  or  any  of  the  properly 
financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Scries  201  OB  Bonds  or  the  Series  2010D 
Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  ttiat  would  cause  the  Series 
201  OB  Bonds  or  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds  to  be  "private  activity  bonds"  within  ttio  meaning 
of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long  as  any  Series  2010B  Bonds  or  the 
Series  201  OD  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and 
property  and  such  other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and 
all  regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  and 
under  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "1954  Code"), 
to  the  extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall 
establish  reasonable  procedures  necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  vyith  Section 
141  of  the  Code  (or,  if  applicable,  the  1954  Code)  and  the  continued  qualification  of  each 
the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  and  the  Series  2010D  Bonds  as  "governmental  bonds."  In 
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addition,  the  City  shall  insure  that  none  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 OD  Bonds  are 
used  for  any  "private  business  use"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code. 


(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not.  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the 
use  of  any  proceeds  of  any  Series  2010B  Bonds  or  Series  201  OD  Bonds,  or  of  any 
property  financed  or  refinanced  thereby,  or  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take 
any  action,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2010B  Bonds  or  the  Series  2010D  Bonds  to  be 
"arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  the  City 
shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the  extent  such 
requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  or  the 
Series  2010D  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee,  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  Series  2010B  Bonds  or  the  Series  2010D  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or 
take  or  omit  to  take  any  other  action,  that  would  cause  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  or  the 
Series  201  OD  Bonds  to  be  "federally  guaranteed"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  149(b)  of 
the  Code.  For  this  purpose,  Interest  Subsidy  Payments  shall  not  be  treated  as  a  federal 
guaranty. 

(e)  Information  Reporting.  The  City  shall  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  all 
necessary  action  to  comply  with  the  informational  reporting  requirement  of  Section  149(e) 
of  the  Code  with  respect  to  the  Series  2010B  Bonds  and  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds. 

(f)  Hedge  Bonds.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  Series  2010B  Bonds  or  the  Series  2010D  Bonds  or  any  other  amounts  or  property, 
regardless  of  the  source,  or  take  any  action  or  refrain  from  taking  any  action  that  would 
cause  the  Series  2010B  Bonds  or  the  Series  2010D  Bonds  to  be  considered  "hedge 
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bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  149(g)  of  the  Code  unless  the  City  takes  all 
necessary  action  to  assure  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  149(g)  of  the 
Code. 

(g)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificates.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax 
covenants  of  this  Section  17,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  v;ith  the  provisions  of 
each  Tax  Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City  with  respect  to  each  of  the  Series  201  OB 
Bonds  and  the  Series  201 OD  Bonds,  respectively,  dated  the  date  of  issuance  of  each 
Series  of  2010  Bonds,  as  each  such  Tax  Certificate  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 
This  covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  or 
the  Series  201  OD  Bonds,  as  applicable. 

(h)  Additional  Tax  Covenants  applicable  to  Series  201  OD  Bonds.  The 
following  additional  covenants  shall  apply  to  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds: 

(1)  Build  America  Bonds;  Interest  Subsidy  Payments.  The  City 
shall  take  all  actions  necessary  to  assure  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds 
are  expended  and  federal  tax  requirements  are  met  so  as  to  cause  the  Bonds  to  be 
treated  as  "build  America  bonds"  eligible  for  the  Interest  Subsidy  Payments,  as  described 
in  Section  4  hereof. 

(2)  Form  8038-CP.  The  City  or  the  City's  authorized  designated 
recipient  shall,  within  the  forty-five  (45)  day  period  beginning  on  the  day  that  is  ninety  (90) 
days  prior  to  each  interest  payment  date,  file  Form  8038-CP  (or  any  successor  form 
designated  by  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  or  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service)  requesting  payment  of  the  Interest  Subsidy  Payment  with  respect  to  such 
interest  payment  date. 
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(3)  Series  201  OP  Project  Account.  The  City  sliall  insure  tfiat  all 
announts  in  ihe  Series  201 OD  Project  Account  are  spent  solely  on  capital  expenditures 
witin  a  reasonably  expected  economic  life  of  one  year  or  more. 

(4)  2%  Costs  of  Issuance  Limitation.  The  City  shall  not  permit 
proceeds  of  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds,  including  the  investment  earnings  thereon,  in  an 
amount  in  excess  of  two  percent  (2%)  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Series  201  OlD 
Bonds  to  be  used  to  pay  costs  of  issuance.  If  the  fees  of  the  original  purchaser  of  the 
Series  201  OD  Bonds  are  retained  as  an  underwriter's  discount  on  the  purchase  of  the 
Series  201  OD  Bonds,  such  retention  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  expenditure  of  proceeds  of 
the  Series  201  OD  Bonds  for  such  fees  and  shall  be  applied  against  such  two  percent  (2%) 
costs  of  issuance  limitation. 

Section  18.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  (the  "Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate")  to  be  signed  by  the  City  to  permit  the 
original  purchasers  of  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  to  comply  willi  the  Rule,  submitted  to 
the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with 
such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or 
desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof,  including,  without  limitation,  the  use 
of  a  separate  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  for  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds.  The 
Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  to  the 
original  purchasers  of  each  Series  of  201 0  Bonds. 

Section  19.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this 
Resolution  to  execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the 
City  Attorney  and  co-bond  counsel,  to  approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions, 
amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document  or  documents  such  official  is  authorized  to 
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execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided  that  such  changes,  additions, 
amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Series 
201  OB  Bonds  and  Series  201 OD  Bonds  in  excess  of  $65,000,000  or  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  4  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or 
modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by 
the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  20.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  and 
the  Series  201  OD  Bonds  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  21.  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict 
between  this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall 
control.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the 
Authorizing  Resolution,  the  City  is  not  obligated  to  transfer  money  from  the  General  Fund 
of  the  City  to  the  Bond  Account  to  pay  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  any  Series  of  2010 
Bonds. 

Section  22.    Reimbursement.     The  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to 
reimburse  prior  expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  each 
Series  of  2010  Bonds  in  connection  with  the  Project  or  portions  thereof  to  be  financed  by 
each  Series  of  201 0  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  declares  the  City's  intent  to  reimburse  the 
City  with  the  proceeds  of  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  for  the  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  (the  "Expenditures"  and  each,  an  "Expenditure")  made  on  and  after  that  date  tliat  is 
no  more  than  60  days  prior  to  ado[)tion  of  this  Resolution.  The  City  reasonably  expects  on 
the  date  hereof  that  it  will  reimburse  the  Expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  each  Series  of 
2010  Bonds. 
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Each  Expenditure  was  and  will  be  either  (a)  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital 
account  under  general  federal  income  tax  principles  (determined  in  each  case  as  of  the  date 
of  the  Expenditure),  (b)  a  cost  of  issuance  with  respect  to  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  or  the 
Series  201 OD  Bonds,  (c)  a  nonrecurring  item  that  is  not  customarily  payable  from  current 
revenues,  or  (d)  a  grant  to  a  party  that  is  not  related  to  or  an  agent  of  the  City  so  long  as 
such  grant  does  not  impose  any  obligation  or  condition  (directly  or  indirectly)  to  repay  any 
amount  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  City.  The  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
Series  201  OB  Bonds  and  the  Series  201  OD  Bonds  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project  is 
$65,000,000.  The  City  shall  make  a  reimbursement  allocation,  which  is  a  written  allocation 
by  the  City  that  evidences  the  City's  use  of  proceeds  of  the  applicable  Series  of  201 0  Bonds 
to  reimburse  an  Expenditure,  no  later  than  1 8  months  after  the  later  of  the  date  on  which  the 
Expenditure  is  paid  or  the  Project  is  placed  in  service  or  abandoned,  but  in  no  event  more 
than  three  years  after  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid.  The  City  recognizes  that 
exceptions  are  available  for  certain  "preliminary  expenditures,"  costs  of  issuance,  certain  de 
minimis  amounts,  expenditures  by  "small  issuers"  (based  on  the  year  of  issuance  and  not 
the  year  of  expenditure)  and  expenditures  for  construction  projects  of  at  least  5  years. 

Section  23.  Accountability  Reports.  Each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  is  subject  to 
accountability  requirements  under  the  City's  Administrative  Code  and  the  Bond 
Ordinance.  Accountability  report(s)  with  respect  to  the  Series  201  OB  Bonds  and  the 
Series  201  OD  Bonds  shall  be  submitted  at  the  time(s)  and  in  the  manner  required  by  the 
Administrative  Code  and  the  Bond  Ordinance. 

Section  24.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supen/isors,  the  Mayor, 
the  City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are 
each  hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any 
and  all  steps  and  to  issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions, 
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agreements,  notices,  consents,  and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to 
any  depository  or  depositories  which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or 
appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series 
2010B  Bonds  or  the  Series  2010D  Bonds.

Resolution  Authorizing  and  Directing  the  Sale  of  Not  to  Exceed  $305,000,000 
Aggregate  Principal  Amount  of  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation 
Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  201  OA, 
and  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  {San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  2010C  (Federally  Taxable  Build 
America  Bonds);  Prescribing  the  Form  and  Terms  of  Said  Bonds;  Authorizing  the 
Execution,  Authentication,  and  Registration  of  Said  Bonds;  Providing  for  the 
Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents  for  Said  Bonds;  Providing  for  the 
Establishment  of  Accounts  Related  Thereto;  Providing  for  the  Manner  of  Sale  of  Said 
Bonds  by  Competitive  Sale;  Approving  the  Forms  of  Official  Notice  of  Sale  and  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds;  Directing  the  Publication  of  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell 
Bonds;  Approving  the  Form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  the  Form  and 
Execution  of  the  Official  Statement  Relating  to  the  Sale  of  Said  Bonds;  Approving  the 
Form  of  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate;  Approving  Modifications  to 
Documents;  Ratifying  Certain  Actions  Previously  Taken;  and  Granting  General 
Authority  to  City  Officials  to  Take  Necessary  Actions  in  Connection  with  the 
Authorization,  Issuance,  Sale,  and  Delivery  of  Said  Bonds. 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  528-08  (the  "Authorizing  Resolution"),  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board")  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  on 
December  1 6,  2008,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor")  on  December  1 9, 
2008,  the  City  authorized  the  issuance  of  its  General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008)  (the  "Bonds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  527-08,  adopted  by  the  Board  on  December  16, 
2008,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  December  19,  2008,  the  City  authorized  the  first  series  of 
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Bonds  not  to  exceed  $136,000,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  said  General  Obligation 
Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  2009A;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  issued  and  sold,  to  date,  a  total  of  $131 ,650,000  General 
Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008);  and  there 
remains  $755,750,000  of  authorized  and  unissued  General  Obligation  Bonds  (San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008);  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  issue  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not 
to  exceed  of  $305,000,000  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds 
(San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  201  OA  (the  "Series 
201  OA  Bonds"),  and  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  201 OC  (Federally  Taxable 
Build  America  Bonds)  (the  "Series  201  OC  Bonds";  each  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  and  the 
Series  201  OC  Bonds  is  herein  separately  defined  as  a  "Series  of  2010  Bonds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Each  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  is  being  issued  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  and  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1 ,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government 
Code,  the  Charter  of  the  City  (the  "Charter"),  and  a  duly  held  election  called  for  by 
Ordinance  128-08  adopted  by  the  Board  on  July  22.  2008,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on 
July  24,  2008  (the  "Bond  Ordinance");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  paid  and  expects  to  pay  certain  expenditures  in 
connection  with  the  projects  to  be  financed  by  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  prior  to  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds,  and  the  City  intends  to  reimburse  itself 
and  to  pay  third  parties  for  such  prior  expenditures  from  the  proceeds  of  each  Series  of 
2010  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1 .1 50-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  promulgated  under  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1 986  (the  "Treasury  Regulations")  requires  the  City  to  declare 
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its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  a 
subsequent  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Treasury  Regulations  require  that  any  reimbursement  allocation 
of  proceeds  of  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  to  be  made  with  respect  to  expenditures 
incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  of  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  will  occur  not  later  than 
eighteen  (18)  months  after  the  later  of  (i)  the  date  on  which  the  expenditure  is  paid  or 
(ii)  the  date  on  which  the  facilities  are  placed  in  service,  but  in  no  event  later  than  three 
(3)  years  after  the  expenditure  is  paid; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to 
exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  Series  201  OA 
Bonds  and  the  Series  201 OC  Bonds  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due 
time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized 
pursuant  to  the  Charter  and  applicable  law  to  incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form 
provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  the  Board  and  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors")  are  contained  in  File  No.  100024  . 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  201  OA  Bonds  and  Series  201  OC  Bonds.  The 
Board  hereby  authorizes  the  issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $305,000,000  in  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  bonds  to  be  issued  in  not  more  than  two  series,  on  a  parity  basis,  and  to 
be  designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  201  OA,"  and  "City  and 
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County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  201 OC  {Federally  Taxable  Build  America  Bonds),"  for  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  the  Bond  Ordinance  and  Proposition  A  approved  by  the  voters  on 
November  4,  2008.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  nothing  herein  shall  require  that  the 
Series  201  OC  Bonds  be  issued  if  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  are  issued,  and  vice  versa. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Director  of 
Public  Finance")  is  hereby  authorized  to  determine,  for  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds,  the  sale 
date,  the  interest  rates,  the  definitive  principal  amount  thereof  (which  principal  amount  for 
each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  may  be  $-0-  or  any  greater  principal  amount;  provided  that  the 
aggregate  principal  amount  for  both  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  shall  not  exceed  $305,000,000), 
the  maturity  dates  and  the  redemption  dates,  if  any,  and  the  terms  of  any  optional  or 
mandatory  redemption  thereof,  subject  to  the  other  specific  provisions  of  this  Resolution, 
including  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  shall  not  have  a 
true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  applicable  Official  Notice 
of  Sale  (as  defined  in  Section  13  hereof));  (ii)  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  net 
effective  rate  (after  application  of  Interest  Subsidy  Payments  (as  defined  below)  received 
from  the  United  States  Treasury)  in  excess  of  12%;  (iii)  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  shall  not 
have  a  final  maturity  date  after  June  1 5,  2040;  and  (iv)  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  shall  not 
have  a  final  maturity  date  after  June  1 5,  2040.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further 
authorized  to  give  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series  designation,  or 
to  modify  such  series  designation,  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  each 
such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  from  every  other  series  of  Bonds  and  from  other  bonds  issued 
by  the  City. 

The  Board  hereby  irrevocably  elects  to  apply  the  provisions  of  Section  54AA(d)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  to  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  and 
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intends  that  the  Series  201 OC  Bonds,  if,  as  and  when  issued,  be  treated  as  "build  America 
bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  54AA(d)  of  the  Code.  The  Board  further  irrevocably 
elects  to  apply  the  provisions  of  Section  54AA(g)  of  the  Code  to  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds 
and  intends  that  the  Series  2010C  Bonds  be  treated  as  "qualified  bonds"  within  the  meaning 
of  Section  54AA(g)  of  the  Code,  such  that  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  will  bear  interest  that  is 
not  excluded  from  the  gross  income  of  the  owners  thereof  for  purposes  of  federal  income 
taxation  and  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  will  be  eligible  to  receive  Interest  Subsidy  Payments 
from  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  to  the  City  or  the  City's  authorized 
designated  recipient  of  the  credit  provided  for  in  Sections  54AA(b)  and  6431  of  the  Code; 
provided  that  the  City  or  the  City's  authorized  designated  recipient  has  filed  the  required 
Internal  Revenue  Service  forms.  "Interest  Subsidy  Payment"  means,  with  respect  to  the 
Series  201  OC  Bonds,  each  payment  received  by  the  City  or  the  City's  authorized  designated 
recipient  directly  from  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  in  an  amount  equal  to 
35%  of  the  corresponding  interest  payable  on  such  Series  201  OC  Bonds,  as  provided  for  in 
Sections  54AA(b)  and  6431  of  the  Code. 

Section  5.  Execution,  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds 
and  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds.  Each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form 
without  coupons  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof.  The  officers  of 
the  City  are  hereby  directed  to  cause  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient 
quantity  for  delivery  to  or  for  the  account  of  the  purchaser  thereof  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  therein  to  be  completed  in  accordance 
with  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  procure  their  execution  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  City 
(including  by  facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or  convenient),  and  to  deliver  each  Series  of 
2010  Bonds  when  so  executed  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the  purchase  price 
thereof,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 
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The  Series  201  OA  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration, 
manually  executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "City  Treasurer") 
and  the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  thereon  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form  attached 
hereto  as  Exhibit  A  (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein),  with 
necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by 
this  Resolution. 

The  Series  201 OC  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration, 
manually  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  thereon  shall 
be  substantially  in  the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  B  (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  and  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this 
Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein),  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions 
and  insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  such  of  each  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  as  shall  bear  thereon  a  certificate  of 
authentication  and  registration  in  the  form  herein  recited,  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer, 
shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution,  and 
such  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer,  executed  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  that  the  Series  of  2010  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and 
delivered  hereunder  and  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to 
each  Series  of  2010  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  him  or  her  and  shall  maintain  a 
record  thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the 
City  Treasurer,  separate  and  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  each  Series 
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of  2010  Bonds,  which  books  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation 
for  such  purpose,  the  City  Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she 
may  prescribe,  register  or  transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books, 
Series  201  OA  Bonds  and  Series  201 OC  Bonds  as  herein  provided.  The  City  and  the  City 
Treasurer  may  treat  the  registered  owners  of  each  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  as  the  absolute 
owners  thereof  for  all  purposes,  and  the  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall  not  be  affected  by 
any  notice  to  the  contrary. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Series  201  OA  Bonds  and  Series  201  OC  Bonds. 
Any  Series  of  2010  Bond  may,  in  accordance  with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books 
required  to  be  kept  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  6  hereof,  by  the  person  in  whose 
name  it  is  registered,-  in  person  or  by  the  duly  authorized  attorney  of  such  person  in  writing, 
upon  surrender  of  such  Series  of  201 0  Bond  for  cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a 
duly  executed  written  instrument  of  transfer  in  a  form  approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  of  2010  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a 
like  aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  series, 
interest  rate  and  maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  of  201 0  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange, 
the  designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5  hereof)  and  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  authenticate  and  deliver  a  new  Series  of  201 0  Bond  of  the  same  series, 
interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a  like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall 
require  the  payment  by  any  bond  owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other 
governmental  charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the 
City  Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  in  Section  8  hereof)  next 
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preceding  each  interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of 
redemption  shall  have  been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  of  2010  Bond. 

Section  8,  Terms  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  and  Series  201  PC  Bonds;  General 
Redemption  Provisions.  Each  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  shall  be  dated  the  date  of  their  delivery 
or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  specified  in  the  applicable  Bond  Award  (as  defined 
in  Section  13  hereof).  Each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  rates  to  be 
determined  upon  the  sale  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  360- 
day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  on  June  1 5,  201 0  (or  such  other  date 
as  may  be  designated  in  the  applicable  Bond  Award),  and  semiannually  thereafter  on 
June  1 5  and  December  1 5  of  each  year. 

The  principal  of  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States  of  America  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or 
earlier  redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  each  Series  of  2010 
Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name  appears  on  the 
applicable  bond  registration  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  thereof  as  of  the  close 
of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date 
(the  "Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such  day  is  a  Business  Day  (as  defined  below). 

Each  Series  of  2010  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next 
preceding  the  date  of  authentication  thereof  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during  the 
period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest 
payment  date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment 
date,  or  unless  it  is  authenticated  on  or  before  the  first  Record  Date,  in  which  event  it  shall 
bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  however,  that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of 
any  Series  of  2010  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds,  such  Series  of 
2010  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to  which  interest  has 
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previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  such  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  or  from 
the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not  made.  Except  as  may  be  otherwise 
provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system  applicable  to  a  Series  of  2010 
Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Sehes  of  201 0  Bond  shall  be  made  by  check  mailed 
on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's  address  as  it  appears  on  the 
applicable  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  however,  if  any  interest 
payment  date  occurs  on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for  business 
or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be  made 
on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for 
business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (each,  a  "Business 
Day");  and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
at  least  $1 ,000,000  of  a  Sehes  of  2010  Bonds  may  submit  a  written  request  to  the  City 
Treasurer  on  or  before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of 
interest  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial  bank  located  within  the  United  States  of  America. 
For  so  long  as  any  Series  of  2010  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a  securities 
depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  payment  shall  be  made  to  the 
registered  owner  of  the  Series  of  2010  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depositor/  by 
wire  transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

The  Series  201  OA  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  maturity  as 
provided  in  the  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  applicable  Bond  Award.  The  Series 
201 OC  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  and  special  optional  redemption  prior 
to  maturity  as  provided  in  the  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  applicable  Bond  Award 
for  such  Senes  of  201 0  Bonds, 

Each  Senes  of  2010  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in 
any  year  for  which  the  purchaser  thereof  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable 
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with  respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by 
the  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  Any  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the 
applicable  Bond  Award  for  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  201  OA  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9 
hereof),  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  the 
Series  201  OA  Bonds,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  for 
mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201  OA 
Bond  Account  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of  Series  201  OA  Bonds  subject  to 
such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of 
the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but  excluding 
accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201 OC  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  201  OC  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9 
hereof),  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  the 
Series  201  OC  Bonds,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  2010C  Bonds  for 
mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2010C 
Bond  Account  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of  Series  201  OC  Bonds  subject  to 
such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of 
the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but  excluding 
accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

Whenever  less  than  all  of  the  outstanding  bonds  of  a  Series  of  2010  Bonds  maturing 
on  any  one  date  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the 
Series  of  2010  Bonds  or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple 
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thereof,  to  be  redeemed  from  the  outstanding  bonds  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  maturing 
on  such  date  not  previously  selected  for  redemption,  by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  City 
Treasurer  deems  fair.  The  date  on  which  the  bonds  of  a  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  that  are 
called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is  herein  called  the  "Redemption 
Date."  The  City  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of 
each  Series  of  2010  Bonds,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective  registered  owners  thereof  at 
the  addresses  appearing  on  the  applicable  bond  registration  books  not  less  than  thirty  (30) 
nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall 
(a)  state  the  Redemption  Date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  maturity  dates  of 
the  Series  of  2010  Bonds  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption, 
the  distinctive  numbers  of  the  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in 
the  case  of  any  Senes  of  201 0  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the 
principal  amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP, number,  if  any,  of  each  Series 
of  201 0  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  be  surrendered 
by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that 
interest  on  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated  Redemption 
Date.  Such  notice  of  redemption  may  be  conditional  upon  receipt  of  funds  or  other  event 
specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  of  201 0  Bond  of  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such 
notice,  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings 
for  the  redemption  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on 
such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  on  the  Redemption  Date. 

Notice  of  such  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile 
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transmission  or  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other 
sen/ices  or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing 
Disclosure  Certificate  described  in  Section  18  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or 
any  agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed 
agent  of  the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  of 
2010  Bond  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the 
"Controller")  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds,  the 
City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or 
known  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement 
Bonds,  2008),  Series  201  OA  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  201  OA  Redemption 
Account"),  and  prior  to  or  on  the  Redemption  Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series 
201  OA  Redemption  Account  moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem  as 
provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of 
redemption,  subject  to  rescission  as  hereinafter  provided.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in 
the  Series  201  OA  Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or 
after  the  Redemption  Date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds 
to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Series  201  OA  Bonds.  Any  interest 
due  on  or  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series  201  OA  Bond  Account 
as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof  or  from  the  Series  201  OA  Redemption  Account.  Moneys 
held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  201  OA  Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the 
City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines  for  investment  of  moneys  in  the 
General  Fund  of  the  City.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and 
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canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in  said  Series  201  OA 
Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to 
such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  however,  that  if  said 
moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred 
pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein, 
and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  called  for 
redemption  (principal,  premium,  if  any,  and  accrued  interest  to  such  Redemption  Date)  is  set 
aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  201  OA  Redemption  Account,  as  provided  herein,  the 
Series  201  OA  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due  and  payable  on  the 
Redemption  Date  therefor,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said  Series  201  OA 
Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series  201  OA  Bonds  shall  be 
redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  201  OA  Redemption  Account. 
No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  201  OA  Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the 
Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  201  OA  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  201  OA  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  201  OA  Redemption  Account.  All 
Series  201  OA  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall 
not  be  reissued. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  determines  to  optionally  call  and 
redeem  any  of  the  Series  2010C  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall 
establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds 
(San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  201 OC  Redemption 
Account"  (the  "Series  201  OC  Redemption  Account"),  and  prior  to  or  on  the  Redemption  Date 
there  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  201  OC  Redemption  Account  moneys  available  for  the 
purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds 
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designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to  rescission  as  hereinafter  provided.  Said 
moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  201 OC  Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose 
of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  Redemption  Date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price 
of  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  to  bo  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Series 
201  OC  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date  may  be  paid  from  the 
Series  201  OC  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof  or  from  the  Series  201  OC 
Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  201  OC  Redemption 
Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and 
guidelines  for  investment  of  riioneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series 
201  OC  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys 
remaining  in  said  Series  201  OC  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to  such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law; 
provided,  however,  that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said 
moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein, 
and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  called  for 
redemption  (principal,  premium,  if  any,  and  accrued  interest  to  such  Redemption  Date)  is  set 
aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  201  OC  Redemption  Account,  as  provided  herein,  the 
Series  201  OC  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due  and  payable  on  the 
Redemption  Date  therefor,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said  Series  201  OC 
Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series  201  OC  Bonds  shall  be 
redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  201  OC  Redemption  Account. 
No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  201  OC  Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the 
Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  201  OC  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  201  OC  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  201  OC  Redemption  Account.  All 
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Series  201 OC  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall 
not  be  reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on 
any  date  prior  to  any  Redemption  Date  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be 
given  to  the  owners  of  all  Series  of  2010  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional 
redemption  and  notice  thereof  shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  Redemption  Date 
funds  are  not  or  will  not  be  available  in  the  Series  201  OA  Redemption  Account  or  the  Series 
201  OC  Redemption  Account,  as  applicable,  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in  full  on  said  date 
the  principal  of,  interest,  and  premium,  if  any,  due  with  respect  to  the  applicable  Series  of 
2010  Bonds  called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the 
same  manner  notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of 
any  Series  of  2010  Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to 
rescission,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  201  OA  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General 
Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant 
to  the  Authorizing  Resolution  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  201  OA  Bond  Account" 
(the  "Series  201  OA  Bond  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts 
of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201  OA  Bond  Account 
shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  201  OA  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  of  or  interest  on  the 
Series  201  OA  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  201  OA  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  on  said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series 
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201  OA  Bond  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when 
added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201  OA  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient 
to  pay  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  2010A  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  201  OA  Bonds  arc  to  be  redeemed  at 
the  option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and 
deposit  in  the  Series  201  OA  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond 
Account  pursuant  to  Section  8  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when 
added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201  OA  Redemption  Account,  is 
sufficient  to  pay  principal,  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  with  respect  to  such  Series  201  OA 
Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City  Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment 
of  principal  of  and  interest  and  any  redemption  premium  on  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  as  is 
necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional  redemption  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  201  OA  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of 
the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2010A  Bond  Account 
with  other  City  moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201  OA  Bond  Account 
into  a  separate  fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of 
the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201  OA  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for 
separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City 
Treasurer.  Any  bid  premium  or  accrued  interest  received  upon  the  delivery  of  the  Series 
201  OA  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  201  OA  Bond  Account. 

Series  201 OC  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City  Treasurer 
a  special  subaccount  in  the  Bond  Account  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation 
Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  2010C  Bond 
Account"  (the  "Series  201  OC  Bond  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other 
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accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 OC  Bond 
Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  201  OC  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  of  or  interest  on  the 
Series  201  OC  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  201  OC  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  on  said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series 
2010C  Bond  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when 
added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201  OC  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient 
to  pay  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  on  such  date. 

The  City  shall  apply  and  transfer,  or  shall  cause  the  City's  authorized  designated 
recipient  to  apply  and  transfer,  all  Interest  Subsidy  Payments,  if,  as,  and  when  received 
by  the  City  or  the  City's  authorized  designated  recipient,  to  the  Series  201  OC  Bond 
Account,  which  Interest  Subsidy  Payments  shall  be  applied  as  a  credit  against  the 
amounts  otherwise  transferable  from  the  Bond  Account  on  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which 
any  payment  of  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series  2010C  Bonds  is  due,  as  set  forth  in 
the  previous  paragraph,  or  into  any  fund  that  may  be  established  for  defeasance  of  the 
Series  201  OC  Bonds. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  201  OC  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at 
the  option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and 
deposit  in  the  Series  201  OC  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond 
Account  pursuant  to  Section  8  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when 
added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201  OC  Redemption  Account,  is 
sufficient  to  pay  principal,  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  with  respect  to  such  Series  201  OC 
Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City  Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment 
of  principal  of  and  interest  and  any  redemption  premium  on  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  as  is 
necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional  redemption  of  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds. 
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Amounts  in  the  Series  2010C  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of 
the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  tlio  Series  2010C  Bond  Account 
w/ith  other  City  moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201 OC  Bond  Account 
into  a  separate  fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of 
the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201  OC  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for 
separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City 
Treasurer.  Any  bid  premium  or  accrued  interest  received  upon  the  delivery  of  the  Series 
201  OC  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  201  OC  Bond  Account. 

Section  10.  Series  201  OA  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the 
City  Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  improvement  Bonds,  2008)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account") 
created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation 
Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  201  OA 
Project  Account"  (the  "Series  201  OA  Project  Account"),  to  bo  held  separate  and  apart 
from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the 
Series  201  OA  Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  201  OA  Project  Account. 
Amounts  in  the  Series  201  OA  Project  Account  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  for  the  acquisition,  construction  or  reconstruction 
of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution)  or  portions  thereof. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  201  OA  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment 
of  the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201  OA  Project  Account 
with  other  City  moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201  OA  Project  Account 
into  a  separate  fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of 
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the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201  OA  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings) 
hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or 
separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance 
associated  with  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds 
shall  include,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and 
publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents, 
registrars,  financial  consultants,  disclosure  counsel  and  co-bond  counsel  and  the 
reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Series 
2010A  Bonds. 

Series  201 QC  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  Project  Account  to  be  designated  the  "General 
Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series 
201 OC  Project  Account"  (the  "Series  201 OC  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and 
apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the 
Series  201  OC  Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  201  OC  Project  Account. 
Amounts  in  the  Series  201  OC  Project  Account  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  for  the  acquisition,  construction  or  reconstruction 
of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution)  or  portions  thereof. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  201  OC  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment 
of  the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201  OC  Project  Account 
with  other  City  moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201  OC  Project  Account 
into  a  separate  fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of 
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the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 OC  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings) 
hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or 
separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  1 7(h)(4)  hereof,  the  City  Treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds,  on 
behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds.  Costs 
of  issuance  of  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial 
printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  the  fees  and 
expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants,  disclosure  counsel  and  co- 
bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  of  the  Series  2010C  Bonds. 

Section  11.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  ho  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  ttie  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  registration  of 
ownership  of  each  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners 
of  each  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures 
of  such  depositor^'.  The  City  will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of 
a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in  any  Series  of  2010  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a 
depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given 
to  the  owners  of  such  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such 
securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event 
of  a  partial  redemption  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or 
redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  with  respect  to  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds; 
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(v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the  owner  of 
such  Series  of  201 0  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  Depository  Trust  Company  ("DTC")  is  hereby  appointed  as  depository  for  each 
Series  of  2010  Bonds.  Each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  shall  be  initially  issued  in  bool<:-entry 
form.  Upon  initial  issuance,  the  ownership  of  each  Series  of  201 0  Bond  shall  be 
registered  in  the  bond  register  in  the  name  of  Cede  &  Co.,  as  nominee  of  DTC.  So  long 
as  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  is  registered  in  book-entry  form  each  such  Series  of  2010 
Bonds  shall  be  registered  in  the  name  of  Cede  &.  Co. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more 
agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by 
applicable  law  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  sen/e  as 
paying  agent,  fiscal  agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  any 
Series  of  2010  Bonds  or  may  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such 
functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall 
serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  each  Series  of 
2010  Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds'  respective  stated 
maturities  by  irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust 
company  designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)      An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series  of 
2010  Bonds  or  a  portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in 
the  case  of  the  portion  of  a  Series  of  201 0  Bonds  that  are  to  be  redeemed  phor  to  such 
Series  of  2010  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  have  been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election 
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to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be 
the  principal  amount  thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  Redemption  Date,  and 
premium,  if  any,  due  on  such  Redemption  Date;  or 

(b)      Defeasance  Securities  (as  defined  below)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 
provided  belovj  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in 
such  amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without 
reinvestment,  as  certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to 
pay  the  principal  and  all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  Redemption  Date,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  premium,  if  any,  due  on  the  portion  of  the  Series  of  2010  Bonds  to  be  paid  or 
redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  such 
Series  of  2010  Bonds  that  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption 
shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice 
shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all  obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said 
outstanding  Series  of  2010  Bonds  shall  cease  and  terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of 
the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or 
(b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  ovyners  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  all  sums  due  with  respect 
thereto  and  the  obligations  of  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  17  hereof;  provided,  that  the  City 
shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally  recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the 
payment  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12, 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the 
following  that  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for 
the  moneys  proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1 )  United  States  Obligations  (as  defined  below);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the 
following  conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to 
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maturity,  or  the  trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and 
redemption  and  the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set 
forth  in  such  instnjctions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  or  United  States 
Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash 
in  the  escrow  fund  or  the  Series  201  OA  Redemption  Account  or  the  Series  201 OC 
Redemption  Account,  as  applicable)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  municipal 
obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal 
obligations  are  held  by  the  City  Treasurer  or,  if  appointed  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to 
Section  1 1  hereof,  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not 
available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent; 
and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated,  at  the  time  of  ohginal  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund, 
the  highest  ratings  category  by  any  two  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  below). 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds 
that  have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Resen/e  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry 
form  or  (ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of 
America  that  is  selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund 
being  rated  the  highest  ratings  category  by  any  two  Rating  Agencies  at  the  time  of  the 
initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the 
escrow  fund. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Rating  Agencies"  shall  mean  Moody's  Investors 
Service,  Inc.,  Fitch  Ratings,  and  Standard  and  Poor's  Rating  Services,  a  division  of  The 
McGraw-Hill  Companies,  Inc.,  or  any  other  nationally  recognized  bond  rating  agency  that 
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is  the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies  or  that  is  otherwise  established 
after  the  date  hereof. 

Section  13.  Official  Notices  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale 
inviting  bids  for  the  Scries  201  OA  Bonds  (the  "Series  201  OA  Official  Notice  of  Sale") 
submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting 
bids  for  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  may  be 
made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale 
inviting  bids  for  the  Series  201 00  Bonds  (the  "Series  201 OC  Official  Notice  of  Sale") 
submitted  to  the  Board  is  liereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting 
bids  for  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  may  be 
made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  Each  of  the  Series  201  OA  Official  Notice  of 
Sale  and  the  Series  201  OC  Official  Notice  of  Sale  is  herein  defined  as  an  "Official  Notice  of 
Sale." 

Bids  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
pursuant  to  Section  4  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  other^v-ise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for  each  Series 
of  2010  Bonds  copies  of  the  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections, 
revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  to  the 
bidder  whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  or,  in  the  case  of  the 
Series  201  OC  Bonds,  the  lowest  net  effective  rate  (after  application  of  Interest  Subsidy 
Payments  received  from  the  United  States  Treasury),  all  in  accordance  with  the  procedures 
described  in  the  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  each  of  which  award  shall  be  set  forth  in  a 
certificate  signed  by  the  Controller  setting  forth  the  terms  of  the  applicable  Series  of  2010 
Bonds  and  the  original  purchasers  thereof  (each,  a  "Bond  Award").  The  Controller  shall 
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provide  a  copy  of  each  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided,  however,  that  failure  to  provide 
such  copies  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  Bond  Award. 

Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed 
Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  and  the  Series  201 OC  Bonds  (the  "Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the 
Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  and  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds,  and  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  the  Notice  of  Intention 
to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  19  hereof,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buver  or  another 
financial  publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  15.  Sale  of  Series  201  OA  Bonds  and  Series  201  OC  Bonds;  Solicitation  of 
Competitive  Bids.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  sale  of  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  by 
solicitation  of  competitive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  such  Series  of  2010  Bonds  on  the  date 
and  at  the  place  determined  in  accordance  with  each  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale. 

Section  16.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  describing  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  and  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  (the 
"Preliminary  Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted 
as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  describing  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  and  the  Series 
201  OC  Bonds,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be 
necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  or 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  each  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  revise  the  Official 
Statement  to  conform  it  to  the  City's  Comprehensive  Annual  Fiscal  Report  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  2009,  subject  to  review  and  approval  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City 
(the  "City  Attorney").  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution  of  a

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically  distributed  copies  of  the  final  Official 
Statement  to  all  actual  initial  purchasers  of  the  Series  2010A  Bonds  or  Series  2010C 
Bonds. 

Section  17.  Tax  Covenants,  (a)    General:  Series  2010A  Bonds.  The  City  hereby 
covenants  with  the  holders  of  the  Series  2010A  Bonds  that,  notwithstanding  any  other 
provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any 
such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross 
income  of  interest  on  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  under  Section  103  of  the  Code,  and  the 
regulations  issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any 
successor  provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a  particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not, 
directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  or  any 
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of  the  property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds,  or  any 
portion  thereof,  by  any  person  other  than  a  governnnental  unit  (as  such  term  is  used  in 
Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such  manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss  of 
exclusion  of  interest  on  the  Series  2010A  Bonds  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax 
purposes. 

(b)      Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take 
any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  201  OA 
Bonds  or  the  Senes  201 OC  Bonds  to  be  "private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance  thereof,  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  or  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property 
financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  or  the  Series  201  OC 
Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series 
201  OA  Bonds  or  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  to  be  "private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning 
of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long  as  any  Series  2010A  Bonds  or  the 
Series  201  OC  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and 
property  and  such  other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and 
all  regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  and 
under  Section  103  of  the  Interna!  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "1954  Code"), 
to  the  extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall 
establish  reasonable  procedures  necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section 
141  of  the  Code  (or,  if  applicable,  the  1954  Code)  and  the  continued  qualification  of  each 
the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  and  the  Series  2010C  Bonds  as  "governmental  bonds."  In 
addition,  the  City  shall  insure  that  none  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  are 
used  for  any  "private  business  use"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code. 
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(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the 
use  of  any  proceeds  of  any  Series  201  OA  Bonds  or  Series  201 OC  Bonds,  or  of  any 
property  financed  or  refinanced  thereby,  or  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take 
any  action,  that  would  cause  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  or  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  to  be 
"arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  the  City 
shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the  extent  such 
requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  or  the 
Series  2010C  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  or  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or 
take  or  omit  to  take  any  other  action,  that  would  cause  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  or  the 
Series  201  OC  Bonds  to  be  "federally  guaranteed"  within  the  moaning  of  Section  149(b)  of 
the  Code.  For  this  purpose,  Interest  Subsidy  Payments  shall  not  be  treated  as  a  federal 
guaranty. 

(e)  Information  Reporting.  The  City  shall  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  all 
necessary  action  to  comply  with  the  informational  reporting  requirement  of  Section  149(e) 
of  the  Code  with  respect  to  the  Series  2010A  Bonds  and  the  Series  2010C  Bonds. 

(f)  Hedge  Bonds.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  or  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  or  any  other  amounts  or  property, 
regardless  of  the  source,  or  take  any  action  or  refrain  from  taking  any  action  that  would 
cause  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  or  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  to  be  considered  "hedge 
bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  149(g)  of  the  Code  unless  the  City  takes  all 
necessary  action  to  assure  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  149(g)  of  the 
Code. 
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(g)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificates.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax 
covenants  of  this  Section  1 7,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
each  Tax  Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City  with  respect  to  each  of  the  Series  201  OA 
Bonds  and  the  Series  201 OC  Bonds,  respectively,  dated  the  date  of  issuance  of  each 
Series  of  2010  Bonds,  as  each  such  Tax  Certificate  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 
This  covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  or 
the  Series  2010C  Bonds,  as  applicable. 

(h)  Additional  Tax  Covenants  applicable  to  Series  201  OC  Bonds.  The 
following  additional  covenants  shall  apply  to  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds: 

(1)  Build  America  Bonds:  Interest  Subsidy  Payments.  The  City 
shall  take  all  actions  necessary  to  assure  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201  OC  Bonds 
are  expended  and  federal  tax  requirements  are  met  so  as  to  cause  the  Bonds  to  be 
treated  as  "build  America  bonds"  eligible  for  the  Interest  Subsidy  Payments,  as  described 
in  Section  4  hereof. 

(2)  Form  8038-CP.  The  City  or  the  City's  authorized  designated 
recipient  shall,  within  the  forty-five  (45)  day  period  beginning  on  the  day  that  is  ninety  (90) 
days  prior  to  each  interest  payment  date,  file  Form  8038-CP  (or  any  successor  form 
designated  by  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  or  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service)  requesting  payment  of  the  Interest  Subsidy  Payment  with  respect  to  such 
interest  payment  date, 

(3)  Series  201  OC  Project  Account.  The  City  shall  insure  that  all 
amounts  in  the  Series  201  OC  Project  Account  are  spent  solely  on  capital  expenditures 
with  a  reasonably  expected  economic  life  of  one  year  or  more. 
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(4)  2%  Costs  of  Issuance  Limitation.  The  City  shall  not  permit 
proceeds  of  the  Series  2010C  Bonds,  including  the  investment  earnings  thereon,  in  an 
amount  in  excess  of  two  percent  (2%)  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Series  201 OC 
Bonds  to  be  used  to  pay  costs  of  issuance.  If  the  fees  of  the  original  purchaser  of  the 
Series  201  OC  Bonds  are  retained  as  an  underwriter's  discount  on  the  purchase  of  the 
Series  201  OC  Bonds,  such  retention  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  expenditure  of  proceeds  of 
the  Series  201  OC  Bonds  for  such  fees  and  shall  be  applied  against  such  two  percent  (2%) 
costs  of  issuance  limitation. 

Section  18.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  (the  "Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate")  to  be  signed  by  the  City  to  permit  the 
original  purchasers  of  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  to  comply  with  the  Rule,  submitted  to  the 
Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such 
additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable 
made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof,  including,  without  limitation,  the  use  of  a 
separate  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  for  each  Series  of  201 0  Bonds.  The  Controller  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  on  behalf  of 
the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers  of  each 
Series  of  2010  Bonds. 

Any  City  official  authorized  by  this 
Resolution  to  execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the 
City  Attorney  and  co-bond  counsel,  to  approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions, 
amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document  or  documents  such  official  is  authorized  to

Section  21 .  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict 
between  this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall 
control.

Section  22.  Reimbursement.  The  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse 
pnor  expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  each  Series  of  201 0 
Bonds  in  connection  with  the  Project  or  portions  thereof  to  be  financed  by  each  Series  of 
2010  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  declares  the  City's  intent  to  reimburse  the  City  with  the 
proceeds  of  each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  for  the  expenditures  with  respect  to  the  Project  (the 
"Expenditures"  and  each,  an  "Expenditure")  made  on  and  after  that  date  that  is  no  more  than 
60  days  prior  to  adoption  of  this  Resolution.  The  City  reasonably  expects  on  the  date  hereof 
that  it  will  reimburse  the  Expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  each  Series  of  201 0  Bonds. 

Each  Expenditure  was  and  will  be  either  (a)  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital 
account  under  general  federal  income  tax  principles  (determined  in  each  case  as  of  the  date 
of  the  Expenditure),  (b)  a  cost  of  issuance  with  respect  to  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  or  the 
Series  201  OC  Bonds,  (c)  a  nonrecurring  item  that  is  not  customarily  payable  from  current 
revenues,  or  (d)  a  grant  to  a  party  that  is  not  related  to  or  an  agent  of  the  City  so  long  as 
such  grant  does  not  impose  any  obligation  or  condition  (directly  or  indirectly)  to  repay  any 
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amount  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  City.  The  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
Series  201  OA  Bonds  and  the  Series  201 OC  Bonds  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project  is 
$305,000,000.  The  City  shall  make  a  reimbursement  allocation,  which  is  a  written  allocation 
by  the  City  that  evidences  the  City's  use  of  proceeds  of  the  applicable  Series  of  2010  Bonds 
to  reimburse  an  Expenditure,  no  later  than  1 8  months  after  the  later  of  the  date  on  which  the 
Expenditure  is  paid  or  the  Project  is  placed  in  service  or  abandoned,  but  in  no  event  more 
than  three  years  after  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid.  The  City  recognizes  that 
exceptions  are  available  for  certain  "preliminary  expenditures,"  costs  of  issuance,  certain  de 
minimis  amounts,  expenditures  by  "small  issuers"  (based  on  the  year  of  issuance  and  not 
the  year  of  expenditure)  and  expenditures  for  construction  projects  of  at  least  5  years. 

Section  23.  Accountability  Reports.  Each  Series  of  2010  Bonds  is  subject  to 
accountability  requirements  under  the  City's  Administrative  Code  and  the  Bond 
Ordinance.  Accountability  report(s)  with  respect  to  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  and  the 
Series  2010C  Bonds  shall  be  submitted  at  the  time(s)  and  in  the  manner  required  by  the 
Administrative  Code  and  the  Bond  Ordinance. 

Section  24.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor, 
the  City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are 
each  hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and 
all  steps  and  to  issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements, 
notices,  consents,  and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any 
depository  or  depositories  which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate 
in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  201  OA  Bonds  or 
the  Series  201  OC  Bonds.

Resolution  determining  and  declaring  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity  demand 
the  construction,  acquisition,  improvement,  and  retrofitting  of  Neighborhood  Fire  and 
Police  Stations,  the  Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System,  and  a  Public  Safety  Building,  and 
other  critical  infrastructure  and  facilities  for  earthquake  safety  and  the  payment  of 
related  costs  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  foregoing  purposes;  finding  that  the 
estimated  cost  of  $412,300,000  for  such  improvements  is  and  will  be  too  great  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  revenue  of  the  City  and  County  and  wil! 
require  incurring  bonded  indebtedness;  finding  that  a  portion  of  the  proposed  bond  is 
not  a  project  under  the  California  EnvironmentaS  Quality  Act  ("CEQA")  and  adopting 
findings  under  CEQA,  CEQA  Guidelines,  and  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Chapter  31  for  the  remaining  portion  of  the  proposed  bond;  finding  the  proposed  bond 
is  in  conformity  with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  1 01 .1  (b)  and  with 
the  General  Plan  consistency  requirement  of  Charter  Section  4.105  and  Administrative 
Code  Section  2A.53;  and  waiving  the  time  limits  set  forth  in  Administrative  Code 
Section  2.34. 


WHEREAS,  The  Working  Group  on  California  Earthquake  Probabilities  (a  collaborative 
effort  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  (the  "U.S.G.S."),  the  California  Geological 
Society  and  the  Southern  California  Earthquake  Center)  estimates  a  63%  chance  that  one  or 
more  earthquakes  of  a  magnitude  of  6.7  or  larger  will  occur  in  the  Bay  Area  before  the  year 
2038;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  U.S.G.S.  predicts  that  a  magnitude  7  earthquake  occurring  today  on 
the  Hayward  Fault  vyould  likely  cause  hundreds  of  deaths  and  almost  $100  billion  in  damage; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  A  large  magnitude  earthquake  would  damage  critical  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  (the  "City")  facilities  and  infrastructure,  thereby  compromising  the  capacity  of 
first  responders,  including  fire  and  police  personnel,  to  respond  effectively;  and, 

WHEREAS,  With  adequate  funding  the  City  can  construct,  acquire,  improve,  retrofit 
and  complete  critical  firefighting  facilities  and  infrastructure  for  earthquake  safety  and 
emergency  response  not  otherwise  specifically  enumerated  in  this  resolution,  including 
without  limitation,  neighborhood  fire  stations  and  such  facilities  as  cisterns,  pipes  and  tunnels 
for  the  water  system  for  firefighting  (collectively,  the  "Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and 
Infrastructure");  and, 

WHEREAS,  With  adequate  funding  the  City  can  renovate  and  seismically  upgrade  the 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System  (the  "AWSS")  core  facilities  consisting  of  a  reservoir,  two 
storage  tanks  and  two  pump  stations  (collectively,  the  "AWSS  Project");  and. 

WHEREAS,  With  adequate  funding  the  City  can  construct  in  Mission  Bay  a  Public 
Safety  Building  consisting  of  a  new  police  department  command  center,  a  southern  district 
police  station,  and  a  neighborhood  fire  station  in  a  seismically  secure  facility  to  serve  Mission 
Bay  to  accommodate  safety  needs  in  a  growing  community  (the  "Public  Safety  Building");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response  Bond  (the  "Bond")  will 
provide  funding  for  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure,  the  AWSS  Project  and  the 
Public  Safety  Building;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  recognizes  the  need  to  safeguard  and  enhance  the  City's 
earthquake  and  emergency  response  and  recovery  by  rehabilitating  critical  facilities  that 
support  the  City's  first  responders;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  By  the  Board; 

Section  1 .  The  Board  determines  and  declares  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity 
demand  the  rehabilitation  and  seismic  upgrade  of  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and 
Infrastructure  and  the  AWSS,  and  the  construction  of  a  new  seismically  secure  Public  Safety 
Building,  and  the  payment  of  related  costs  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  foregoing 
purposes. 

Section  2.  The  estimated  cost  of  $41 2,300,000  of  the  Bond  is  and  will  be  too  great  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  revenue  of  the  City,  will  require  an  expenditure 
greater  than  the  amount  allowed  by  the  annual  tax  levy,  and  will  require  the  incurrence  of 
bonded  indebtedness  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $412,300,000. 

Section  3.  The  Board,  having  reviewed  the  proposed  legislation,  makes  the  following 
findings  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"),  California 
Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.,  the  CEQA  Guidelines,  15  Cal.  Administrative 
Code  Sections  15000  et  seq.,  ("CEQA  Guidelines"),  and  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Chapter  31  ("Chapter  31  "); 

(i)  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure.  For  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the 
letter  from  the  Planning  Department,  dated     January  i ,  2010        a  copy  of  which  is  on  file 

with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.        091457   and  incorporated  by  reference, 

the  Board  finds  that  the  bond  proposal  as  it  relates  to  funds  for  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities 
and  Infrastructure  is  not  subject  to  CEQA  because  as  the  establishment  of  a  government 
financing  mechanism  that  does  not  identify  individual  specific  projects  to  be  constructed  with 
the  funds,  it  is  not  a  project  as  defined  by  CEQA  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines.  The  use  of  bond 
proceeds  to  finance  any  project  or  portion  of  any  project  with  funds  for  the  Critical  Firefighting 
Facilities  and  Infrastructure  portion  of  the  Bond  will  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  upon 
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completion  of  planning  and  any  further  required  environmental  review  under  CEQA  for  the 
individual  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  projects. 

(ii)      AWSS  Project.  On  December  10   2009,  the  Planning  Department 

issued  a  Final  Mitigated  Negative  Declaration  ("FMND")  for  the  AWSS  Project,  San  Francisco 
Planning  Department  Case  No.  2009.0568E,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 

No.      091457  and  which  is  incorporated  into  this  resolution  by  this  reference.  In 

issuing  the  FMND  the  Planning  Department  determined  that  the  AWSS  Project  could  not  have 
a  significant  effect  on  the  environment. 

(a)  The  Board  hereby  adopts  as  its  own  the  CEQA  findings  for  the  AWSS  Project 
made  by  the  Planning  Department  in  the  FMND. 

(b)  The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  information  contained  in  the  FMND 
and  all  information  pertaining  to  the  AWSS  Project  in  the  Department's  case  file  and  all 
documents  referenced  in  this  resolution  are  either  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  in  File 

No.      091457  or  may  be  found  in  the  files  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  the 

custodian  of  records,  at  1660  Mission  Street  in  San  Francisco. 

(c)  The  AWSS  Project  as  reflected  in  this  resolution  is  consistent  with  the  project 
described  in  the  FMND  and  would  not  result  in  any  significant  impacts  not  identified  in  the 
FMND  nor  cause  significant  effects  identified  in  the  FMND  to  be  substantially  more  severe. 

(d)  In  accordance  with  CEQA,  the  Board  has  considered  the  mitigation  measures 
described  in  the  FMND  and  hereby  requires  the  mitigation  measures  and  the  mitigation 
monitoring  and  reporting  program  ("MMRP")  denoted  as  Exhibit  A  to  this  resolution  and  on  file 

with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.    091457  to  be  imposed  as  conditions  on  the 

implementation  of  the  AWSS  Project  approved  by  this  resolution. 

(e)  With  the  implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures  required  in  Exhibit  A  to  this 
resolution,  the  environmental  impacts  resulting  from  AWSS  Project  on  cultural  resources, 
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biological  resources  and  from  releases  of  hazardous  materials  or  creation  of  hazards  would 
be  reduced  to  a  less  than  significant  level  as  described  in  the  FMND. 

(f)       Based  upon  the  whole  record  for  the  FMND,  including  all  written  materials  and 
any  oral  testimony  received  by  the  Board,  the  Board  hereby  finds  that  the  FMND  reflects  the 
independent  judgment  and  analysis  of  the  Planning  Department  and  the  Board,  is  adequate 
and  complete  and  there  is  no  substantial  evidence  that  the  proposed  AWSS  Project,  given  the 
implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures  as  stated  in  the  FMND  and  the  adoption  of  the 
MMRP,  could  have  a  significant  effect  on  the  environment  as  shown  in  the  analysis  of  the 
FMND.  The  Board  hereby  adopts  the  FMND  and  the  MMRP  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  as  Exhibit  A  to  this  resolution. 

(iii)      Public  Safety  Building.  The  Public  Safety  Building  is  proposed  to  be 
constructed  within  Mission  Bay.  On  September  17,  1998,  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
Commission  by  Resolution  No.  190-98  and  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  by 
Resolution  No.  14696  certified  the  Final  Subsequent  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the 
Mission  Bay  North  and  South  Redevelopment  Plans  ("FSEIR").  On  October  19,  1998,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Motion  No.  98-132  affirmed  certification  of  the  FSEIR  and  by 
Resolution  No.  854-98,  adopted  CEQA  findings,  including  a  statement  of  overriding 
considerations  and  a  Mission  Bay  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program  ("Mission  Bay 
MMRP")  in  support  of  various  approval  actions  taken  by  the  Board  to  implement  the  Mission 
Bay  Redevelopment  Plans.  Resolution  No.  854-98  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No.      Q91457  apcl  incorporated  in  this  resolution  by  this  reference. 

(a)      The  Public  Safety  Building  is  proposed  at  Parcel  8  in  the  Mission  Bay  South 
Redevelopment  Plan  Area,  bounded  by  Mission  Rock,  China  Basin  and  Third  Streets.  The 
Redevelopment  Agency  has  issued  several  addenda  to  the  FSEIR  to  address  various  issues 
and  most  recently  issued  Addendum  No.  7  to  address  the  location  of  the  Public  Safety 
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Building  at  Parcel  8;  Addendum  No.  7  concludes  that  the  proposed  Public  Safety  Building  is 
within  the  scope  of  the  project  analyzed  in  the  FSEIR  and  will  not  result  in  any  new  significant 
impacts  or  a  substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified  significant  effects  that 
alter  the  conclusions  reached  in  the  Mission  Bay  FSEIR.  The  Addendum  No.  7  and  any 
supporting  documents  have  been  made  available  to  the  Board  and  the  public,  are  on  file  with 

the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.      091A57  and  Addendum  No.  7  is  incorporated  in 

this  resolution  by  this  reference.  Hereafter  in  this  resolution,  the  reference  to  the  FSEIR 
include  any  addenda  to  the  FSEIR. 

(b)     The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  CEQA  Findings  and  statement  of 
overriding  considerations  that  it  previously  adopted,  and  reviewed  and  considered  the  above- 
referenced  CEQA  Findings  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  and  the  CEQA 
Findings  contained  in  Addendum  No.  7  and  hereby  adopts  these  additional  CEQA  Findings  as 
its  own.  The  Board  additionally  finds  that  implementation  of  the  Public  Safety  Building  in 
Mission  Bay  (1 )  does  not  require  major  revisions  in  the  FSEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new 
significant  environmental  effects  or  a  substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously 
identified  significant  effects,  (2)  no  substantial  changes  have  occurred  with  respect  to  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  project  analyzed  in  the  FSEIR  will  be  undertaken  that  would 
require  major  revisions  to  the  FSEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  nevv'  significant  environmental 
effects,  or  a  substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  effects  identified  in  the  FSEIR,  and  (3)  no 
new  information  of  substantial  importance  to  the  project  analyzed  in  the  FSEIR  has  become 
available  which  would  indicate  that  (i)  the  Public  Safety  Building  will  have  significant  effects 
not  discussed  in  the  FSEIR;  (ii)  significant  environmental  effects  will  be  substantially  more 
severe;  (iii)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  found  not  feasible  which  would  reduce  one  or 
more  significant  effects  have  become  feasible;  or  (iv)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives 
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which  are  considerably  different  from  those  in  the  FSEIR  will  substantially  reduce  one  or  more 
significant  effects  on  the  environment. 

Section  4.  The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the  proposed  Bond  is  (i)  in  conformity 
with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  (ii)  in 
accordance  with  Section  4.1 05  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  2A. 53(f)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  and  (iii)  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan,  and 
adopts  the  findings  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the  General  Plan  Referral 
Report  dated  January  7,  201 0,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No.       091A57  and  incorporates  such  findings  by  reference. 

Section  5.  The  time  limit  for  approval  of  this  resolution  specified  in  Section  2.34  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  waived. 

Section  6.  Under  Section  2.40  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  the 
ordinance  submitting  this  proposal  to  the  voters  shall  contain  a  provision  authorizing  landlords 
to  pass-through  50%  of  the  resulting  property  tax  increases  to  residential  tenants  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  37  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

Section  7.  Documents  referenced  in  this  resolution  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 

Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.    091457  ,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of

WHEREAS,  Article  3  of  the  Transportation  Development  Act  (TDA),  Public  Utilities  Code 
Section  99200  ei  seq.,  authorizes  the  submission  of  claims  to  a  regional  transportation 
planning  agency  for  the  funding  of  projects  exclusively  for  the  benefit  and/or  use  of 
pedestrians  and  bicyclists;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  (MTC),  as  the  regional 
transportation  planning  agency  for  the  San  Francisco  Bay  region,  has  adopted  MTC 
Resolution  No.  875,  Revised,  entitled  "Transportation  Development  Act,  Article  3, 
Pedestrian/Bicycle  Projects,"  v\/hich  delineates  procedures  and  criteria  for  submission  of 
requests  for  the  allocation  of  "TDA  Article  3"  funding;  and, 

WHEREAS,  MTC  Resolution  No.  875,  Revised  requires  that  requests  for  the  allocation  of 
TDA  Article  3  funding  be  submitted  as  part  of  a  single,  countywide  coordinated  claim  from 
each  county  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  region;  and, 

WHEREAS,  MTC  has  granted  an  exception  to  the  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA)  for  Fiscal  Year  2009-2010,  allowing  the  SFMTA  to  submit 
an  individual  claim  apart  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  desires  to  submit  a  request  to  MTC  for  the  allocation  of  TDA

projects  until  the  injunction  prohibiting  implementation  of  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan  has 
been  lifted  by  the  San  Francisco  Superior  Court;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  has  identified  $100,000  in  work  to  implement  bicycle  safety 
programs;  and. 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  has  identified  $200,000  in  work  to  implement  purchase  and 
install  bicycle  parking  racks  at  various  locations  in  San  Francisco  as  requested  by  the  public 
and  identified  by  staff;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  has  identified  $789,413  in  work  to  implement  bicycle  facility 
projects,  such  as  striping  and  signing  Class  II  bikeways  (bike  lanes)  and  improving  Class  III 
bikev^ays  (bike  routes)  by  widening  curb  lanes  and  striping  bicycle  pavement  arrows 
(especially  on  roadways  v^ith  heavy  traffic  volumes  and  narrow  lanes);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  has  committed  adequate  staffing  resources  to  complete  the 
projects;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Environmental  and  right-of-way  issues  have  been  reviewed  and  found  to  be

[Local  Streets  and  Roads  Needs  Assessment] 

Resolution  supporting  the  findings  of  the  California  Statewide  Local  Streets  and  Roads 
Needs  Assessment. 

WHEREAS,  Cities  and  counties  own  and  operate  over  81%  of  the  roads  in  California, 
where  every  trip  begins  and  ends,  and  the  local  system  is  critical  for  safety  and  mobility  of  the 
traveling  public,  farm  to  market  needs,  multimodal  needs,  and  commerce;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  local  street  and  road  system  provides  a  two-fold  opportunity  for 
economic  recovery  during  the  worst  fiscal  crisis  in  California  in  decades.  The  maintenance 
and  preservation  of  the  local  transportation  network  provides  both  public  and  private  sector 
jobs  and  thus  supports  economic  recovery  in  every  corner  of  the  state.  Furthermore,  well 
maintained  infrastructure  is  critical  for  economic  development  by  attracting  businesses  and 
providing  for  the  safe  and  efficient  movement  of  both  people  and  goods;  and 

WHEREAS,  While  federal  and  state  governments  regularly  assess  their  transportation 
system  needs,  no  such  data  existed  for  the  local  component  of  the  State's  transportation 
network;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Statewide  Local  Streets  and  Roads  Needs  Assessment 
provides  critical  analysis  and  information  on  the  local  transportation  network's  condition  and 
funding  needs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  study  surveyed  all  of  California's  58  counties  and  478  cities  in  2007- 
08,  resulting  in  data  that  represents  93%  of  local  street  and  road  miles  in  the  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  results  show  that  California's  local  streets  and  roads  are  on  a  path  of 

significant  decline.  On  a  scale  of  zero  (failed)  to  100  (excellent),  the  statewide  average 

pavement  condition  index  (PCI)  is  68,  placing  it  in  the  "at  risk  category";  and 
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WHEREAS,  If  current  funding  remains  the  same,  the  statewide  condition  is  projected  to 
deteriorate  to  a  PCI  of  58  in  10  years,  and  further  to  48  ("poor"  category)  by  2033;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  a  PCI  of  63;  and 
WHEREAS,  Ongoing  road  maintenance  is  a  significant  public  safety  concern.  Fatality 
rates  on  county  roads  already  exceed  those  of  the  State's  freeway  system.  Maintaining  the 
paved  road  network  (potholes  filling,  sealing,  overlays,  etc.),  traffic  signals,  signs,  and  street 
lights  has  a  direct  correlation  to  improving  public  safety  thus  reducing  traffic  accidents,  injuries 
and  deaths;  and 

WHEREAS,  To  spend  the  taxpayer's  money  cost-effectively,  preserving  and 
maintaining  the  local  system  in  good  condition,  or  at  a  level  of  best  management  practices,  is 
less  costly  in  the  long  term:  and 

V^HEREAS,  In  order  to  bring  the  local  system  back  into  a  cost-effective  condition, 
thereby  preserving  the  public's  S271  billion  pavement  investment  and  stopping  further  costly 
deterioration,  at  least  $7  billion  annually  in  new  money  going  directly  to  cities  and  counties 
over  a  period  of  ten  years  is  needed  to  stop  the  further  decline  and  deterioration  of  our  streets 
and  roads;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  a  funding  shortfall  of  $504 
million  over  the  next  ten  years,  which  is  needed  to  improve  the  PCI  score  to  70;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  a  deferred  maintenance 
backlog  of  $477  million;  now.  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
("Agency")  and  the  City  of  the  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  desire  to  increase  the  City's  supply  of 
affordable  housing  and  encourage  affordable  housing  development  through  financial  and 
other  forms  of  assistance;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  May  2003,  the  Agency  acquired  from  the  City  that  certain  property  with 
improvements  located  at  1 190  Fillmore  Street  (the  "Property")  for  $900,000  for  the  primary 
use  and  development  of  affordable  housing,  to  provide  art  and  community  uses,  and  other 
publicly  beneficial  uses,  as  set  forth  in  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board") 
Resolution  No.  254-03;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Property  consists  of  the  Muni-Substation  and  an  adjacent  vacant  land 
parcel  and  the  Property  has  since  been  subdivided  by  the  Agency  into  two  lots;  the  first  of 
which  consists  of  the  Muni-Substation  situated  on  6,335  square-feet  of  land  located  at  11 90 
Fillmore  Street  and  assigned  lot  number  015  of  Assessor's  Block  0756  (the  "Muni- 
Substation");  and  the  second  lot  consists  of  a  vacant  26,708  square-foot  land  parcel  located  at 
1345  Turk  Street  and  assigned  lot  number  017  of  Assessor's  Block  0756  (the  "Affordable 
Housing  Parcel"  or  "Site");  and 
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WHEREAS,  Between  2003  and  2009,  the  Agency  took  a  number  steps  to  redevelop 
the  Property  and  the  Site,  including  the  development  of  plans  for  seismically  retrofitting  the 
Muni-Substation  building  and  for  reuses.  The  Agency  issued  a  number  of  Request  for 
Proposals  {"RFPs")  for  the  development  and  reuse  of  the  Property  and  the  Site; 

WHEREAS,  In  September  2006,  the  Agency  issued  an  RFP  for  the  Site  for  the 
development  of  affordable  first-time  homebuyer  units  for  low-  and  moderate-income 
households.  The  RFP  sought  high-quality  proposals  from  experienced  developers  capable  of 
building  approximately  32  affordable  units  on  the  Site  (the  "Project"  or  the  "Development"). 
Three  proposals  were  received  by  the  October  2006  submission  deadline.  In  November 
2006,  the  Western  Addition  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  ("WACAC")  approved  the  RFP 
selection  process.  Subsequently,  Michael  Simmons  Property  Development,  Inc.  was  selected 
by  an  interdisciplinary  panel,  comprised  of  staff  and  WACAC  members,  to  develop  the  Site; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  negotiated  and  executed  an  Exclusive  Negotiations 
Agreement  ("ENA")  with  Michael  Simmons  Property  Development,  Inc.,  which  ENA  includes  a 
series  of  performance  milestones  leading  to  the  execution  of  a  predevelopment  loan 
agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  or  about  May  2007,  Michael  Simmons  Property  Development,  Inc. 
created  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary  named  MSPDI  Turk,  LLC,  a  California  limited  liability 
company  (the  "Developer"),  to  negotiate  and  fulfill  its  obligations  under  the  ENA  to  enter  into  a 
Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  ("DDA")  vyith  the  Agency  and  to  construct  the  32 
affordable  housing  units  on  the  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  To  date  the  Agency  has  authorized  funding  to  make  the  Project  financially

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
does  hereby  finds  and  determines  that  the  sale  of  the  Site  from  the  Agency  to  MSPDI  Turk, 
LLC,  a  California  limited  liability  company:  (1)  will  provide  housing  for  low-  and  moderate- 
income  households;  (2)  is  consistent  with  the  Agency's  implementation  plan  adopted  pursuant 
to  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  33490;  (3)  the  estimated  value  of  the  land  to  be 
conveyed,  determined  at  the  noted  restricted  use,  with  the  conditions,  covenants,  and 
estimated  development  costs  as  required  by  the  sale,  is  $648,000.  The  Site  is  being  sold  to 
the  Developer  to  develop  32  units  of  affordable  homeownership  housing  opportunities  for  low 
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-  and  moderate-income  households.  When  the  Project  is  complete,  the  units  will  be  sold  to 
qualified  homebuyers  with  household  incomes  averaging  80%  of  Area  Median  Income 
("AMI"),  as  defined  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development.  The 
homeownership  units  will  be  affordable  to  households  at  the  stated  AMIs  for  an  initial  period  of 
45  years. 

The  reason  the  disposition  price  is  less  than  the  appraised  fair  market  value  of  the  Site, 
determined  at  the  highest  and  best  use,  is  to  make  the  units  affordable.  In  addition,  the 
Agency  is  providing  subsidies  to  make  the  Project  financially  feasible.  In  return  for  these 
subsidies,  the  Developer  must  sell  the  units  to  eligible  first  time  homebuyers  at  substantially 
below  their  fair  market  values.  The  eligible  buyers  purchasing  the  units  at  affordable  prices 
must  agree  to  comply  with  the  Agency's  Limited  Equity  Program  requirements. 
Finally,  for  the  Project  to  continue  to  be  affordable,  the  resale  prices  are  permanently 
restricted  and  will  not  reflect  market  appreciation.  The  sale  prices  of  the  ownership  units  at 
1345  Turk  Street  have  been  calculated  using  several  factors,  including:  the  number  of 
persons  in  the  household  (per  targeted  AMI  levels);  gross  annual  income  of  the  household; 
the  allowable  housing  cost  (or  33%  of  the  gross  household  income);  subtracting 
homeownership  related  costs  (i.e.,  homeownership  association  dues,  property  taxes,  personal 
property  insurance,  and  the  housing  payment);  the  supportable  mortgage  given  a  down 
payment  of  5%;  and,  if  applicable,  other  loans  available  to  the  first  time  homebuyers;  and  (4) 
the  consideration  to  be  received  by  the  Agency  is  not  less  than  the  fair  reuse  value  at  the  use 
and  with  the  covenants  and  conditions  and  developments  costs  authorized  by  the  DDA;  and, 
be  it;

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  the  fourth  most  populous  city  in  California  and  the  12th 
most  populous  city  in  the  United  States,  with  a  2008  estimated  population  of  808,976;  and 

WHEREAS,  Residents  of  Asian  descent  make  up  31.3%  of  San  Francisco's  population; 

and, 

WHEREAS,  Rice-based  noodles,  phncipally  made  from  rice  flour,  water,  and  vegetable 
oil,  have  been  manufactured  for  thousands  of  years  throughout  Asia; 

WHEREAS,  this  manufacturing  technique  has  been  commonly  used  throughout  San 
Francisco  and  the  rest  of  the  United  States  by  Chinese,  Japanese,  Korean,  Southeast  Asian

WHEREAS,  Beginning  with  Fiscal  Year  2007-08  and  continuing  through  Fiscal  Year 
2009-1 0,  the  State  of  California  has  diverted  $179.1  million  in  State  Transit  Assistance  (STA) 
funding  away  from  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency,  denying  the  Agency  a 
critical  stream  of  revenue;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  Fiscal  Year  2009-10  alone,  the  funding  eliminated  by  the  State  totaled 
$62.7  million;  and 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  these  diverted  funds  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  had  to 
close  a  $1 00  million  budget  deficit  in  order  to  submit  a  balanced  budget  for  Fiscal  Year  2009- 
10;  and  faces  projected  deficits  of  approximately  $50  million  in  Fiscal  Year  2010-11  and  Fiscal 
Year  201 1-12;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  budget  deficits  directly  contributed  to  SFMTA's  need  to  increase 
fares  for  the  riding  public  and  reduce  service  ten  percent  in  order  to  achieve  a  balanced 
budget;  and 

WHEREAS,  Reliable  transit  systems  serve  as  engines  for  local  economies,  provide 
crucial  jobs  in  both  the  public  and  private  sectors  and  improve  the  environment  by  reducing 
greenhouse  gas  emissions;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  has  formally  adopted  a  Transit  First  policy  that 
necessitates  substantial  and  continuing  investments  in  our  public  transportation  operations

[Commemorating  the  75  Anniversary  of  the  Works  Progress  Administration] 

Resolution  commemorating  the  75*^  Anniversary  of  the  Works  Progress  Administration 
on  April  10,  2010. 

WHEREAS,  75  years  ago,  on  April  8,  1935,  Congress  passed  legislation  creating  the 
largest  public  works  program  in  U.S.  history.  The  Works  Progress  Administration  (WPA) 
created  8,5  million  jobs  during  the  Depression  of  the  1930s;  and 

WHEREAS,  Organized  labor  and  all  working  people  and  communities  need  to  mark 
the  75'^  anniversary  of  the  creation  of  the  WPA  by  telling  the  government  that  today's  jobless 
crisis  is  as  bad  as  today  as  it  was  back  then.  We  need  the  same  kind  of  bold,  sweeping  jobs 
program  that  the  people  demanded  in  the  1930s;  and 

WHEREAS,  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  dedicated  the  final  months  of  his  life  to  starting  a 
movement  for  the  right  of  all  to  a  job  or  guaranteed  income  -  and  we  need  that  movement 
now  more  than  ever;  and 

WHEREAS,  What  we  have  now  is  at  best  a  jobless  recovery  ...  an  economy  based  on 
permanent  high  unemployment  and  low  wages  ...  a  political  and  economic  system  that 
provides  trillions  of  dollars  for  Wall  Street,  and  trillions  of  dollars  for  war  but  nothing  for  large 
numbers  of  workers  and  the  poor,  who  are  facing  joblessness,  foreclosures,  evictions,  layoffs,

WHEREAS,  There  are  more  than  20  million  unemployed  and  underemployed  people  in 
the  country  today.  We  need  a  real  WPA-type  program  that  is  big  enough  to  ensure  that  those 
who  need  work  get  work  -  work  that  is  socially  useful  and  which  pays  union  wages  and 
benefits  -  a  real  jobs  program  fully  funded  by  the  government;  and 
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WHEREAS,  A  national  labor/community  protest  will  take  place  on  Saturday,  April  10, 
2010  in  Washington,  D.C.,  commemorating  the  75"'  anniversary  of  the  WPA  and  demanding

WHEREAS,  The  issue  of  jobs  is  on  the  front  burner:  all  it  needs  is  a  flame.  The  April 
10"'  commemoration  of  the  WPA's  75"'  anniversary  is  consistent  w/ith  the  AFL-CIO's  5-point 
JOBS  Plan.  April  lO"'  would  be  a  great  stepping  stone  for  a  possible  labor-led  Solidarity  Day 
III  march  on  Washington  in  the  fall  of  2010,  demanding  that  a  real  jobs  program  like  the  WPA 
be  enacted  today;  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  endorses  the  April  10,  2010

Resolution  making  findings  and  authorizing  the  submission  of  a  design-build 
application  to  the  California  State  Public  Works  Board  to  permit  construction  of  a 
Community  Facilities  Demonstration  Project  at  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  Redevelopment 
Project  Area. 

WHEREAS,  The  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Agency")  intends  to  design  and  construct  a  Community  Facilities  Demonstration 
Project  (the  "Project")  on  "Lot  D"  of  Parcel  A  of  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  ("Shipyard"), 
located  within  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  Redevelopment  Project  Area  ("Project  Area");  and 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  the  first  phase  of  development  at  the  Shipyard,  1 .2  acres  of  land 
for  community  use  ("Community  Facilities  Parcels")  has  been  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Community  Facilities  Parcels  are  to  be  used  to  enhance  the  overall 
quality  of  life  of  the  residents  in  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  area  ("BVHP")  and  support  the 
creation  of  a  vibrant  Shipyard  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  works  with  the  Hunters  Point  Citizens  Advisory  Committee 
("CAC")  to  create  programming  for  the  Community  Facilities  Parcels  that  matches  the  needs 
of  existing  and  future  residents  in  the  BVHP  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  Development  of  the  Community  Facilities  Parcels  are  one  near-term 
component  of  a  broader  multi-year  vision  for  the  adjacent  Shipyard  Arts  and  Technology 
district;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  will  serve  as  a  community  based  public  meeting  and  job 
training/placement  facility  in  accordance  with  the  principles  established  by  the  CAC;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  funded  through  U.S.  Department  of  Con-iriierce,  Economic 
Development  Administration  ("EDA")  grant  #07-49-05755;  and 

WHEREAS,  THE  EDA  grant  monies  were  awarded  especially  for  improvements  to  "Lot 
D",  of  the  Project  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a  condition  of  using  the  federal  funds,  the  Agency  must  follow  the  EDA 
Procurement  Regulations,  15  C.F.R.  24.36  et  seq.,  and  EDA  Construction  Standards,  which 
require,  among  other  things,  that  the  Agency  meet  competitive  procurement  requirements; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  must  be  substantially  complete  by  August  15,  2010  to  satisfy 
the  EDA  grant  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Agency  staff  has  developed  the  project  criteria,  the  building  and  site 
design  controls,  performance  specifications,  and  a  detailed  scope  of  work  so  that  a  design- 
build  method  can  succeed;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  State  Public  Contract  Code  Section  20688.6  permits  up  to  ten 
(10)  redevelopment  projects  within  the  State  of  California  to  obtain  design-build  authority, 
which  involves  the  procurement  of  both  project  design  and  construction  from  a  single  entity  on 
either  a  "lov/est  responsible  bidder"  or  "best  value"  basis;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  must  submit  an  application  to  the  California  State  Public 
Works  Board  {"State  Board")  to  obtain  approval  to  use  a  design-build  method  for  the  Project; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  consists  of  the  design  and  installation  of  a  modular  space 
building  to  be  used  for  public  meeting  and  event  space  and  space  for  other  community- 
oriented  uses,  including  a  job  training/placement  facility;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Project  benefits  the  Project  Area  by  creating  a  new  public  space  that 
will  be  used  by  local  community  groups  and  businesses,  tenants  of  the  Shipyard,  and  other 
members  of  the  public;  and 

WHEREAS,  Other  than  the  EDA  grant  monies  that  have  been  awarded  to  the  Agency,

WHEREAS,  The  Project  Area  is  not  yet  generating  tax  increment,  and  does  not  expect 
to  generate  tax  increment  in  the  near  future,  that  could  othenA/ise  be  a  funding  source  for  the 
Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  will  be  a  LEED  Certified  building  and  will  bring  new 
infrastructure  to  the  Project  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  One  intended  function  of  the  Project  includes  the  creation  of  a  job 
training/placement  facility,  which  will  increase  jobs  and  economic  stimulus  and  investments  in 
the  area  and  will  continue  to  assist  in  the  elimination  of  blighting  conditions  in  the  Project
